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COMMENDATION FOR NAVY SPECIAL SERVICE. 


Secretary Daniels has commended the following men 
of the Navy for heroism in life saving: Charles Perry 
Clark, Q.M., first class, and John S. Burke, seaman, sec- 
ond class, U.S.N., for their heroism in jumping into the 
waters off Cavite, P.I., and rescuing from drowning a 
man who had accidentally fallen from the roof of the 
receiving ship. Both these men knew when they jumped 
into the bay that these waters were shark infested, sev- 
eral casualties having occurred in this vicinity from man- 
eating sharks. Millard Frank Staton, boatswain’s mate, 
first class, N.N.V., commended for jumping overboard and 
rescuing a shipmate who had accidentally fallen overboard 
and would have been drowned except for Staton’s action. 
A strong current was running, the sea was very rough, 


and the man was absolutely helpless. James Fulton 
Miller, seaman, second class, N.N.V., commended for 
gallantry in jumping overboard from the U.S.S. Iowa 
March 23, 1918, and rescuing from drowning another 
enlisted man. bg SE 

Secretary Daniels has commended the following men 
of the U.S.S. Parker for heroism in their effort to rescue 
the survivors from the S.S. Glenart Castle which sank 
on Feb. 26, 1918. John C. Cole, Q.M., second class, U.S. 
N.R.F., and Jonathan T. Newman, seaman, U.S.N., 
seeing the condition of one of the survivors, requested 
permission to go to his aid. Cole succeeded in swim- 
ming to the man and holding him up, but the strain of 
holding up the man in the cold water and choppy sea 
nearly exhausted Cole. Newman, seeing his condition, 
jumped overboard, but was ordered back by the executive 
officer who felt that Cole would probably be lost and that 
further sacrifice would be useless. Cole held on to the 
survivor and both were finally rescued. Roy E. Hoffses, 
chief boatswain’s mate; Francis W. Beeghley, yeoman, 
third class, and James H. Quinn, coxswain, U.S.N., 
boarded a fragile raft that was smashing into the ship’s 
side, secured the survivers and pushed them aboard, at 
considerable personal risk. David L. Morgan, electrician, 
third class (radio), and Thomas F. Troue, U.S.N., were 
constantly in the water, pulling out survivors, all of 
whom were totally helpless. The fourth officer of the 
Glenart Castle, having fallen overboard, Wilbur W. Mat- 
thews, ship’s cook, second class, and David Goldman, 
machinist’s mate, second class, U.S.N., jumped overboard, 
put a line around him and aided him to the ship’s side, 
where he was hauled aboard. 

Secretary Daniels has commended Elmer Dinnes 
Arnold, seaman, second class, U.S.N., armed guard de- 
tail, navy yard, N.Y., for the efficiency of the gun crew 
under his command on board the S.S. Chincha, when that 
vessel was attacked by a German submarine. This was 
the second time the Chincha had been attacked by a Ger- 
man submarine. After Arnold’s gun crew had fired eight 
shots the submarine submerged. 

The Navy Department has sent to Frank A. Anderson, 
diver, Navy Yard, New York, a letter commending him 
for special services rendered at an ammunition depot. 
The inspector of ordnance in charge called the attention 
of the department to the courage displayed by Anderson 
in locating and recovering a loaded depth charge, several 
large projectiles and a number of cartridge cases. 

Secretary Daniels has commended Charles F. Giani, 
fireman, second class, U.S.N., for gallantry in jumping 
overboard from the U.S.S. Remlik and rescuing an in- 
toxicated man from drowning. 

Secretary Daniels has commended Carp. Paul Troy, 
U.S.N.R.F.; Philip Nolan, chief boatswain’s mate; 
Storry C. Clifford, chief boatswain’s mate; Henry F. 
Gorman, chief carpenter’s mate; Leonard Muench, chief 
boatswain’s mate, and Robert E. Partridge, chief boat- 
swain’s mate, for their heroic work during a fire on 
board the U.S.S. Ryndham on the morning of April 20, 
1918. Notwithstanding the smoke and dangerous fumes, 
these men went down in the forepeak of the vessel and 
brought on deck a yard workman who had collapsed and 
would have been killed by the fumes if he had not been 
promptly removed. 

Corpl. Owen M. Morris, of the U.S. Marine Corps, has 
heen highly commended by his commanding officers for 
his heroic efforts to save two officers from drowning in 
Santo Domingo, and Secretary Daniels and Major 
General Barnett have recommended that a_ life-sav- 
ing medal be conferred upon him. A party of offi- 
cers were bathing in the ocean about twelve miles from 
Santo Domingo City, D.R., when they were swept off 
their feet by the undertow and carried out to sea. Two 
of them were carried too far out to swim back. Corporal 
Morris, who was with the party. at once started to their 
assistance. He battled manfully with the waves for 
awhile, but found the undertow too strong for him to 
overcome, and with difficulty succeeded in returning to 
the beach. After resting for a moment, he returned to 
the rescue and swam through the breakers and around the 
officers, and though he did not succeed in reaching either 
of them, owing to the heavy breakers which kept throw- 
ing them apart, he did not give up the effort until he 
became exhausted and was barely able to make his way 
back to the beach. One of the officers was, by an almost 
miraculous turn of the waves, swept back in to shallow 
water, and Morris immediately returned to the task, and 
assisted in bringing him in. A few moments later he 
again plunged into the sea and helped bring in the ap- 
parently lifeless body of the other. When it was de- 
cided to take this officer to the field hospital in Santo 
Domingo City, in a last effort to resuscitate him. Morris, 
although he was almost completely exhausted, volun- 
teered to drive the automobile, and though he was un- 
able to sit erect and had to support himself on the steer- 
ing wheel, drove the machine successfully at high speed 
on the twelve-mile run to the hospital.

%th Infantry who are sent back to the United States 
wounded or on leave. Mrs. Allen has enlisted a num- 
ber of wealthy friends to combine in making things 
comfortable for the men. Mrs. Allen’s brother, Capt. 
Robert H. Anderson, was killed with the 9th Regiment 
in the Philippines in 1901. Her father, grandfather and 
great-grandfather served in it. So little has been heard 
of activities for the benefit of the Regular Army that 
Mrs. Allen’s enterprise is to be appreciated. There have 
been parades at home of National Guard and National 
Army troops to receive the plaudits of people, and it is 
very much to be regretted that ng send-off could he ar- 
ranged for the Regulars.

16. Up to the close of business on 
May 13, there had been received 2,029,886 insurance ap- 
plications aggregating $16,663,514,000 by the Military 
and Naval Division of the Bureau of War Risk Insur- 
anee. The average amount of insurance applied for is 
$8,209, the maximum permitted by law being $10,000.

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A PROPHET IN THE WILDERNESS. 

The sub-committee of the Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs, of which Senator Hitchcock is chairman, 
which has undertaken an investigation into the ord- 
nance production program of the Army, announced that 
its special purpose was “to get first hand information 
as to the real progress that has been made in turning out 
artillery and machine guns.” Whether or not its in- 
vestigation of the plants that are making ordnance for 
the Government is productive of data of value as to 
present activities, it could have procured without any 
trouble a record of the real causes of our shortage of 
erdnance material and preparation in the past. One 
typewritten document of fifty pages in the Senate’s own 
records would have supplied much information and would 
have indicated clearly that the refusal of Congress in the 
past to pay any attention to the recommendations of our 
ordnance experts was the real cause of our inadequate 
ordnance preparation for war. 

The document we have referred to consists of the 
statement made by Major Gen. William Crozier, Chief 
of Ordnance, before the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs in December, 1917, in which he set forth the 
whole history of the condition of our ordnance, its short- 
ages and the reasons for that state of affairs. The most 
interesting passage in this report shows that as long ago 
as 1906 General Crozier stated that unless his depart- 
ment was supplied with a certain amount of money its 
artillery program for an army of 500,000 men could not 
be carried out until 1919, and at the rate his department 
was being allowed money by Congress at that time it 
could not possibly complete its program before 1923. Gen- 
eral Crozier explained why England and France are best 
able to supply the immediate needs of our Expeditionary 
Forces for artillery and then went on: 

“I am not excusing or trying to explain why the state 
of affairs under which we are dependent upon our Allies 
for the early supply of our troops with artillery and 
artillery ammunition exists. This condition ought not 
to have existed, but the responsibility for it must rest 
upon the whole country. In common with all officers 
who were in a position to recommend I have in my an- 
nual reports and in my hearings before committees of 
Congress persistently urged that better provision be 
made in appropriations, especially for field artillery and 
field artillery ammunition. I quote as follows from my 
hearing on the Fortifications bill, Jan. 25, 1906: ‘Let 
me explain to you what this appropriation will do, if you 
decide to make it. I am hoping to supply for use in war 
250 batteries of guns of this class. . . . That will 
be at the rate of two guns per 1,000 men for an army of 
500,000, which is a very moderate estimate. . . . 
Thus far there has been provided by appropriations 
sixty-nine of these batteries. . . . That will leave 
such a number to be provided that at the rate which 
they are estimated for in this item a supply will be com- 
pleted in the year 1919. I would like to say in connec- 
tion with this item, that it is a very important one, be- 
cause this material is of a class that cannot be pro- 
eured on short notice; it takes a great while to build the 
carriages and to get the ammunition for them.” 

General Crozier continued, still quoting from his hear- 
ing in 1906: “ ‘The estimate which I submitted to the 
Secretary of War (in February, 1906) called for $1,- 
200,000. With that amount and with money amounting 

te $550,000, which is’ carried by the Army Appropria- 
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tion bill for the purpose of procuring batteries for issue 
to the Militia, I expected to procure this field artillery 
at such a rate that the 250 batteries which I think are 
necessary would have been supplied by the year 1916. 
By direction of the Secretary of War I reduced the esti- 
mate to $600,000. That so increased the time necessary 
that the earliest date at which we would have been able 
to get our entire reserve would havesbeen 1919. Now 
this estimate of $600,000 has been further reduced by 
the bill as it has passed the House of Representatives to 
$310,000. With this amount I shall be able to get only 
three batteries of field artillery, it not all being avail- 
able for the purpose of field artillery, but the remainder 
going for other items which are mentioned in the bill. 
These three batteries added to the eight which are pro- 
vided for in the Army Appropriation bill, will make 
eleven batteries, which are all I can manufacture dur- 
ing the coming year (1907) unless the appropriation is 
increased. Now, seventy batteries are provided for. Two 
hundred and fifty being required, 180 are left. At eleven 
batteries a year would require a time until about the year 
1923 for their procurement. That is a plain statement 
of the case, gentlemen, and when I have made it you 
know as much about the subject as I do.’” 

General Crozier, who has been Chief of Ordnance since 
1901, did not let.the matter of artillery supply stop 
there. He referred to it in his annual report of 1910, his 
hearing on the Fortification bill of 1911, his hearing on 
the Army Appropriation bill of 1912, and in his annual 
report of 1913. All of this matter can be found in the 


document we have referred to above, but of which we : 


might readily infer the special subcommittee has no 
knowledge. It tells just why we had no sufficient supply 
of artillery for a modern army of 500,000 men; and it 
shows that General Crozier not only pointed this out 
twelve years ago, but has kept pointing it out annually 
ever since. Nor did he fire in his presentation of the 
subject although Congress was ever deaf to his appeals. 
In fact the appropriations for the Ordnance Department 
had been so small at the beginning of the war that there 
were only eight officers in the Ordnance Department 
doing the designing work, the work of origination, which 
is now being done by the Engineering Bureau of that de- 
partment with a staff of 500 officers. 

Writing on this point in the New Republic in an 
article entitled “Cannon—Whose Fault,” William Hard 
says: 

“Congress did its best to confine our designers to 
theory. It made them 4s theoretical as it could. And 
now it turns upon them, officers of our old Army, men 
who learned: the art of ordnance for us when it was one 
of the most despised and discouraged arts in America, 
men now teaching that art to hundreds and to thousands 
of their fellow-Americans, spreading it painfully from 
factory to factory, learning the actual large-scale practice 
of it themselves as they go, learning methods, teaching 
principles, founding a new industry, laboring at it to 
the breaking of their strength every day and far into 
every night in faithful loyalty to the spirit which put 
them into our uniform, committing errors, struggling out 
of errors into successes—Congress turns upon them and, 
through various Senators and various Representatives, 
tears their personal professional reputations to tatters 
and tries to expose them to the country for a set of chair- 
warming, theory-spinning, war-delaying, stone-headed im- 
beciles.” 
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SIGNAL CORPS REORGANIZATION. ~ 

President Wilson on May 20 signed the Overman bill, 
which gives him authority to consolidate or co-ordinate 
government departments;. to transfer duties and func- 
tions and personnel of one office or bureau to another; 
and to allot money appropriated for one office to any 
other office to which the functions of the former may 
have been transferred. The President's first act, under 
the authority conferred on him by the new law, was to 
issue an executive order redistributing the duties and 
functions heretofore performed by the Chief Signal Offi- 
cer of the Army, according to the plan printed in the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, page 1327, issue of April 27. 
3y this plaa Major Gen. George O. Squier, C.S.0O., is to 
have charge, under the direction of the Secretary of War, 
of all military signal duties, and General Squier was in- 
structed, as soon as the executive order was issued, to 
make the necessary transfers of all property under his 
charge, in compliance with the order. Major Gen. Wil- 
liam A. Kenly, N.A., is designated as Director of Mili- 
tary Aeronautics, and John D. Ryan is placed in charge 
of the Aircraft Production Board. These last two di- 
visions were formerly established by the President’s order 
and do not differ in any degree from the outline we pre- 
sented on April 27. 

According to the executive order General Squier is to 
have charge of all duties pertaining to military signal- 
ing, the construction, repair and operation of military 
telegraph lines, and the collecting and transmitting in- 
formation for the Army by telegraph or otherwise “and 
shall perform such other duties . . . which are not 
connected with the Aviation Section of the Signal Corps 
or with the purchase, manufacture, maintenance and 
production of aircraft.” 

The Director of Military Aeronautics is to have charge 
of .the Aviation Section of the Signal Corps and shall 
perform all the duties hitherto performed by the Chief 
Signal Officer in or in connection with the Aviation Sec- 
tion. The entire personnel of the Signal Corps “as at 
present assigned to or engaged upon, work in, -or in 





, connection with’ the Aviation Section is transferred to 


the command of the Director of Military Aeronautics, to- 
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gether with all ‘the property of every kind used in con- 
nection with this arm of the Service. 

The Bureau of Aircraft Production is described as 
“an éxecutive agency” and is to have full and complete 
control over the production of airplanes, airplane en- 
gines and aircraft equipment for the use of the Army, the 
intent being to transfer to this agency “every function, 
power and duty connected with said production and the 
entire personnel of the Signal Corps, as at present as- 
signed to, or engaged upon, work in, or in connection 
with, such production.” All unexpended funds of ap- 
propriations heretofore made for the Signal Corps of the 
Army shall be and remain under the direction of the 
three heads of the separate divisions, as specifically al- 
loted or used in connection with these several activities 
of the Signal Corps. The order “shall be, and remain, in 
full force and effect during the continuance of the pres- 
ent war and for six months after the termination thereof 
by the proclamation of a treaty of peace, or until there- 
tofore amended, modified or rescinded.” 

Officers to Aid Aircraft Investigation. 

The Secretary of War, through the Chief of Staff, sent 
to The Adjutant General ‘of the Army“ on May 20, the 
following memorandum: “The Secretary of War directs 
the issue of the necessary orders detaching Col. S. D. 
Waldon, R. L. Montgomery and Edward A. Deeds, Signal 
Corps, from their present duties in connection with 
aviation and directing them to report to the Attorney 
General for such co-operation and assistance as they can 
render in the aviation investigation with which the De- 
partment of Justice has been charged.” In announcing 
the above order Secretary Baker stated that it was not 
to be considered in any way as punitive. 
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NEW MILITARY REGISTRY BECOMES LAW. 

With the signing by President Wilson of the bill and 
proclamation designating June 5 as the day on which 
young men who have reached the age of twenty-one since 
last June 5 shall register for military service, Provost 
Marshal General Crowder’s office immediately began 
preparations for the enrolment of the men. Instead of 
using the election machinery, as was done last year, Gen- 
eral Crowder will call upon the local boards. It is be- 
lieved their experience of the past year has qualified them 
to handle the new registration economically and effi- 
ciently. The law provides that on June 5 every young 
man in the United States who has reached the age of 
twenty-one since June 5, 1917, or who will reach that 
age on or before June 5, 1918, must register. The only 
exceptions are in the cases of men already in the naval 
or military services. : 

All of the men who registered on June 5 last year 
have now been segregated into five classes in the rela- 
tive order of their economic availability for military ser- 
vice. The new law provides that the twenty-one-year 
old men registered on June 5 of this year shall be placed 
at the bottcm of the list in the several classes to which 
they are assigned, and as a result none of the new regis- 
trants will be called for military service until the list of 
Class I. men who registered on June 5 of last year 
is exhausted. It will mean, however, that the men reg- 
istered this year who are placed in Class I. will be called 
before any men in Class II. are called regardless of the 
date of registration. Detailed instructions covering the 
registration will be issued later. Failure to register con- 
stitutes a misdemeanor punishable by imprisonment for 
one year. It may result, furthermore, in the loss of 
valuable rights and privileges, and immediate induction 
into military service. 

General Crowder makes the following request of the 
press: “The regulations provide that for the purpose of 
giving the widest possible publicity to the President's - 
proclamation, the great news gathering and disseminat- 
ing agencies are called upon to lend their utmost efforts 
in giving publicity to the President's proclamation and 
the rules and regulations prescribed by him, in every 
newspaper and periodical of every class, character and 
purpose in the United States,” 

Credits for Volunteers. 


The question of allowing credits for volunteers in 
conducting the draft was raised by Senator Phelan in 
the Senate May 17. Senator Phelan said he belicved 
a state should be allowed deduction for its volunteers, as 
a matter of fairness between different states. A Ietter 
from the President was read, in which he says: “I ad- 
mit there are two sides to the question, but I have been 
over the matter several times, and.with very great care, 
with the War Department and am convinced that the 
interests of the country in the matter of winning the 
war will be best served by the measure as it stands.” 
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The Senate on May 11 passed H.R. 9248, providing for 
a rent administrator for the District of Columbia and 
to prevent rent profiteering. The “rent administrator” 
is to have power to commandeer vacant houses and apply 
them to Government use, and also to fix rents and estab- 
lish regulations for leases to protect the interests of both 
tenants and landlords. An amendment by Senator 
Lodge, which was adopted, would prevent the comman- 
deering of a tenanted house which may be left vacant 
and in charge of a caretaker. The bill passed by the 
Senate establishes the rentals in force Oct. 1 last as the 
standard to be enforced upon all property then rented. 
For all property not rented on or prior to that date the 
rental cannot exceed seven per cent. net “on a valuation 
equal to the assessed valuation for taxation plus fifty, 
per cent.” ‘ 








Women NoRses ror THe ARwy. 
As has been nofed the Surgeon General of the Army 
estimates that as many as 24,000 female nurses will be 
needed in Army service before the end of the present 
year; 9,824 were in the Service at last report and the 
—- is where the additional nurses are to come from. 
is no reliable census of the nurses in the country 
and no way of determining how many of them are gradu- 
ate nurses fit physically for the trying duties that they 
may have to mect. Demands for trained and efficient 
nurses for hospitals and infirmaries in this country can- 
not be disregarded ; and there is, with the indicated huge 
increases in the numbers of the Army, a threatened 
shortage of nurses of the high standard required for ser- 
viee in military hospitals both abroad and in this coun- 
try. A plan has been submitted to the Surgeon Gen- 
eral and thence to the General Staff for the institution of 
coufses for young girls of high school education im vari- 
ous universities to take twelve months’ training; 
then enter the hospital service with the time there spent 
to count as part of the period necessary for them in se- 
curing a diploma. This idea deserves careful considera- 
tion, and if found practicable and not too expensive 
may be put into practice, although after having this plan 
er consideration for some two months, it is under- 
stood that the General Staff has not passed favorably 
upon it. The objection to it so far as meeting the pres- 
ent need of nurses tur 1918 is that none of them could 
be ready before the middle of 1919, and therefore it does 
not meet the present situation in a practical way. A 
more direct method is one which has the approval of the 
head of the Army Nurse Corps, who has the duty of pro- 
viding nurses for the hospitals to take care of the sick 
and wounded—a plan that has the endorsement also of 
Miss Delano, head of the Red Cross nurses. They both 
advise the organization of classes where women of good 
education, sound health and character, may take three- 
month courses to become aids to the nurses. They will 
not be trained to the point where they can take charge 
of a serious case: but they can look after the less 
severely wounded, those who are not desperately ill and 
the convalescent. They can, under the immediate direc- 
tion of experienced nurses, serve food, look after beds and 
perform many other of the simpler acts which do not 
require skilled attention. Another suggestion is that 
young colored women would join in numbers a nursing 
corps, and would willingly take such courses as might be 
necessary to fit them for either nurses or aids. They 
would, under competent direction, make excellent attend- 
ants for the wounded of their own race. The only objec- 
tion at the present time is the difficulty in regard to 
quarters. 








THe UNIrep STATES GUARDS. 

The work of organizing the first 15,000 of the au- 
thorized 25,000 men which, according to orders of Dec. 
22, 1917, will compose the United States Guards, Na- 
tional Army, is progressing quietly and slowly, by vol- 
untary enlistment and by draft, while a large number of 
applications for commission in this organization have 
been under consideration. Such companies as have been 
completed and oflficered are now doing duty at important 
war munition factories and other plants, particularly in 
the Northeastern, Eastern and Central Departments. The 
United States Guards, N.A., have been referred to un- 
officially as the Federal Guard to distinguish them, per- 
haps, from the National Guard, now one of the three 
great divisions of the Army of the United States—(1) 
the Regular Army, (2) the National Guard, (3) the Na- 
fional Army. While the United States Gamards receive 
pay and uallowarffes the same as prescribed for officers 
and men of the same grades in the Regular Army the 
physical requirements are modified somewhat, so that 
men who for some minor physical defect or on account of 
age might not be considered fit for foreign duty would 
be passed for service in the U.S. Guards, whose prime 
functions are te guard our sources of war supplies at 
home. The Chief of the Militia Bureau, War Depart- 
ment, is directing tle organization of this force, which, 
when it reaches a strength of 15,000, will relieve com- 
ponents of three divisions (twelve regiments) of Regular 
Infantry now on duty in the protection of war indus- 
tries. The uniform prescribed for the United States 
Giuards, N.A., is the Army dress uniform and blue ker- 
sey overcoats. Machine guns, the Krag rifle of 1898, and 
5S caliber revolvers are furnished as needed. Battalion 
commanders bave the same authority to appoint non- 
commissioned officers as provided for regimental com- 
manders in the Army Regulations. 
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Tue Lrperty ENGINE. 
The War Department issued on May 15 the first tech- 


nical description of the Liberty Engine, or Liberty Motor 
as it has been generally called, that has been published. 
It enumerates the different parts of the engine. shows 
what engines they were based on, and the few innova- 
tions introduced in the design. The announcement says 
that “the final development of the Liberty Engine is 
largely due” to an engine committee consisting of the 
engineers and production managers of the Packard, Ford, 
Cadillac, Lincoln, Marmon and Trego Companies.

Rescue OF ENSIGN STONE. 

Ensign E. A. Stone, U.S.N.R.F., who was given up 
for drowned in the English Channel in April, has ar- 
rived in London after an extraordinary rescue at sea 
and after five weeks’ treatment in a hospital. With Sub- 
Lieut. Eric Moore, of the British air service, he clung 
for eighty hours—from a Saturday morning until Tues- 
day night—without foed er drink, to the under side of 
a seaplane pontoon until rescued by a British trawler. 
Ensign Stone with Sub-Lieutenant Moore, made a flight 
for convoy patrol duty and when two hours out, after 
losing their course, their motor went dead and they were 
forced to drop to the surface in a rough sea. Having no 
radio outfit, they released carrier pigeons. Their ma- 
chine turned over and they saved themselves by climbing 
over and sitting on the slippery pontoons. They tried to 
get the emergency rations in the observer's seat but 
failed. For nearly four days until picked up by the 
trawler the two men were soaked and lashed by seas, 
and with nothing to eat or drink. Twice a drizzle came 
on, wetting the pontoon, and they lapped up the moisture, 
but paint came off with salt and nauseated them. The 
exhausted aviators saw ships in the distance but were 
unable to signal them. One ship saw their signals and 
encircled the wrecked machine, but evidently thought the 
wreck was a German trick and sailed away. A seaplane 
flew over them another day, but failed to see the men. 
It was not until Tuesday night that the trawler picked 
up the aviators and gave them food. Then they were 
too exhausted and weak to eat and collapsed when taken

War MANUFACTURES AT PENITENTIARIES. 


Considerable time was devoted in the House May 9 to 
May 11 to the discussion of the bill H.R. 8938, to 
equip the United States Penitentiary, Atlanta, Ga., for 
the manufacture of supplies for the use of the Govern- 
ment. The bill is the result of the report made by a 
commission authorized by a law passed in 1916 and com- 
posed of the Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A.; the ief of 
Ordnance, U.S.N., and the purchasing agent of the Post 
Office Department, and the superintendent of prisons of 
the Department of Justice. That commission investi- 
gated the conditions of McNeil Island Prison, where 
there are about 200 prisoners, Leavenworth, and At- 
lanta. They filed their report Dec. 2, 1916. They recom- 
mended that in the Atlanta Penitentiary there should be 
constructed a plant for the manufacture of textile goods, 
largely making mail sacks; at Leavenworth they- recom- 
mended erection of a factory for manufacture of furni- 
ture to be used exclusively by the Government. The 
present bill would include for Atlanta cotton duck suit- 
able fer tents and other Army purposes. The usual ob- 
jections of the “friends of labor” to competition of penal 
institutions with free labor were —_ aired, but the 
bill was passed on May 11, after striking out the re- 
striction “that from and after July 1, 1918, articles so 
manufactured shall not be purchased from any source 
other than governmental for the United States Govern- 
ment, or any department, bureau, or other agency thereof, 
unless the Attorney General or his authorized agent shall 
certify that the same cannot be furnished by such prison 
factory or factories, and no claim shall be audited or paid 
without such certificate.” 
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SOLDIERS IN MILITARY COMMITTEE. 


More than one member of the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs have seen service in the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War, the National Guard or in one instance in the 


Navy and their oldtime training is of almost daily value 
in the consideration of matters appertaining to this war. 
Senator Weeks is a graduate of the U.S. Naval Academy 
and served in the Navy for two years then served.in the 
Massachusetts Naval Brigade for ten years and was in 
the Volunteer Navy during the Spanish-American War. 
Senator Wadsworth served as a private in the Porto 
Rican campaigns in 1898. Senators McKellar, New, 
Beckham and others on the Military Committee have 
served in the National Guard. These Senators are able 
to grasp at once the meaning of Army officers who make 
statements to them concerning conditions in the Army. 
Thus, in discussing the machine gun question, Senator 
Weeks at once understood the value of a service test 
over an armory test. He knew that the former test was 
the better way to attain certainty that the piece will 
function when used in the field, and he has withheld 
judgment upon the Browning gun until it has stood the 
supreme test of actual campaign and use against the 
enemy. Senator Wadsworth is familiar with the use of 
heavy guns in action and is ready with questions when 
ordnance is under discussion. 
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PetuaM Bay THEATRICALS. 

A theatrical company, organized at the naval training 
station at Pelham Bay, N.Y., has secured the Century 
Theater, New York city, for a week beginning on May 30. 
The company will produce the play “Biff. Bang.” Among 
the principals and in the chorus will be many men known 
on the stage. The music is by Chief Bandmaster Wil- 
liam Schroeder and the lyrics are by Seamen William 
Israel, Robert Cohen, Frank Mills, Philip Dunning, Jack 
Meagher and Joseph F[Tields. The last named is a 
son of Lew Fields. Chief Boatswain's Mate Lou 
Kicilly is in charge of the publicity and Lieut. B. C. Me- 
Culloch is general director. Mark A. Luescher, manager 
of the Hippodrome, will be the only civilian attaché of the 
aggregation.

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CARRIER PiGeONS AS AIRPLANE ADJUNCTS. 

Tests conducted at Fort Sam Houston, Tex., of car- 
rier pigeous used in co-operation with airplanes were 
made recently by the Signal Corps and proved a success. 


It has developed that pigeons can be released with a 
message while the airplane is flying. “In releasing the 
pigeons from the airplane,” says the San Antonio Ex- 
press, “the bird is thrown by the pilot so as to clear the 
machine and the immediate current of air going with it. 
The birds then drop until they reach the proper height 
for easy natural flight, when they circle about just as 
they do after rising when released on the ground, and 
then start back to the loft. Numerous tests made under 
direction of the department signal office have been suc- 
cessful in every instance. Pigeons used by the Govern- 
ment carry either a band marked ‘U.S.A.’ and a serial 
number, or have ‘U.S. Army’ stamped on the under side 
of the wing feathers. Persons finding any such pigeons 
either killed, injured or penned are urged by Lieutenant 
teges to notify the Department Signal Office, Fort Sam 
Houston, immediately.” 
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PAYMENTS OF CrREws OF SMALL VESSELS. 


Information has been received at the Navy Depart- 
ment to the effect that some difficulty has been experi- 
enced in making payments to the crews of small vessels 
not carrying supply officers, The difficulty complained 
of was directly attributable to the failure to rve the 
following instructions contained in joint Bureau of Navie 
gation and S and A letter dated Aug. 15, 1917: “Com- 
manding officers of vessels not carrying o of the 
Pay Corps will, before forwarding the memorandum pay 
rolis at the end of the quarter to the pay officer carrying 
the accounts of the vessel, make @ copy thereof and

the mew memorandum pay roll ie received, be considered 
im all respects 1s a memorandum pay roll and payment 
of money and issue of clothing may be made thereon in 
the same manner as prescribed for the memorandum pay 
roll.” The Navy t points out that a strict 
compliance with the above instructions will obviate any 
difficulty in making payments. 
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Buoyancy Boxes Nor Aprroven. 


The board appointed by Secretary of the Navy Daniels 
to test the Donnelly system of buoyancy boxes for ships 


as installed on the steamer Lucia, .as reported that the 
installation is not advisable for general adoption under 
the existing conditions for the following reasons: The 
questionable efficacy as a preventive against sinking; the 
reduction im cargo carrying capacity, both deadweight 
and rubic contents; and the length of time required for 
installation. The report of the board which was made 
public May 18, adds that although the vessel was not 
subjected to actual test by the explosion of a torpedo 
against her side, calculations were made based on re- 
sults of damage actually received by vessels that had been 
torpedoed, and it was found that the Lucia would after 
the explosion be little better than a water-logged derelict, 
and even should she remain afloat, her salvage would 
prove difficult” It was the board's opinion that internal 
protection by sub-dividing bulkheads is the best way to 
preserve buoyancy of vessels operating in the war zone. 
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Sweerer Woopcock LAUNCHED. 

The United States mine sweeper Woodcock was quietly 
launched at Chester, Pa., May 12 and in order that other 
ship construction should not be delayed, not a wheel of 
the shipyard machinery paused while the mine sweeper 
was taking its initial dip. A few of the officials of the 
company and their families and several hundred me- 
chanics that constructed the Woodcock were present. 
The Woodcock was christened by Mrs.-L. T. Kniskern, 
wife of the general manager. A few minutes after the 
Woodcock left the ways workers began in preparation to 
lay another keel. The Woodcock is a sister of the mine 
sweeper Turkey, launched recently. The Woodcock is 
300 tons deadweight; displacement, 900 tons; draught, 
10 feet: 13 knots an hour; single triple-expansion; two 
boilers ; 180 feet between midships; molded width, 35.4% 
feet; molded depth, 17.11% feet; schooner rigging. 
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APPROPRIATIONS FOR THE MILITARY ACADEMY. 


Col. S. E. Tillman, U.S.A., Superintendent, and Col. 
E. J. Timberlake, U.S.A., quartermaster of the United 
States Military Academy, appeared before the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs on May 20 to present the 
need of additional facilities for the care and training of 
the greatly increased number of cadets now in the insti- 
tution. Thus far 322 candidates have qualified for ad- 
mission to the class which will enter in June and it is ex- 
pected that this number will be increased by fifty or sixty 
before the opening day. There are 137 in the graduating 
class, so that the total number in attendance will be in- 
creased by approximately 250 for the ensuing year. The 
present total authorized strength is 1,002, but it will be 
increased to 1,166 by the addition of the third authorized 
increment on June 14 and in June, 1919, to 1.532 by 
the fourth increment. 
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AIRPLANE Propucrion DIVISioON. 


John D. Ryan, director of aircraft production, an- 
nounced on May 14 that Archer A. Landon, of Buffalo, 
N.Y., vice president of the American Radiator Company, 
has accepted an appointment to have charge of the Pro- 
duction Division. Mr. Landon has had wide experience 
in directing production on a large scale. For many years 
he has been entrusted with that responsibility at home 
and abroad for the American Radiator Company, which 
operates a large number of plants in this country, and 
before the war was one of the largest American manu- 
facturers in Europe. It is felt, the announcement adds, 
that Mr. Landon’s wide experience and great ability will 
materially advance the production of aircraft. He has 
already entered upon his work. 
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War EXpeNnDITURES. 

Rapid increase in war expenses for the Army and 
Navy, and for the shipbuilding program was shown on 
May 16 by a Treasury report placing the March expendi- 
tures at $1,229,000,000. The Government spent $570,- 
000,000 for the Military Establishment, $47,000,000 more 
than in the month previous; the Naval Establishment 
cost $143,000,000 as compared with $92,000,000, and the 
Shipping Board $116,000,000 against $58,000,000. For 
the nine months ending April 1, expenditures included: 
Military Establishment, $3,312,000,000 ; Naval Establish- 
ment, $921,000,000; Shipping Board, $497,000,000; 
Treasury Department, $141,000,000; Civil and Spanish 
War pensions, $132,000,000 
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Navy To Ust PEEKSKILIL RANGE. 


Arrangements made between the state authorities of 
New York and the Navy Department place the state rifle 
range at Peekskill, N.Y., at the disposal of the Navy. The 
latter will furnish markers and scorers during State 
Guard practice and also experts to help conduct the prac- 
tice. Arrangements will also be made by the Navy men 
to furnish the Guardsmen with wholesome meals at a 
very small cost. It is one of the most progressive ar- 
rangements that could have been made, and in addition 
to furnishing a splendid range for the use of Navy and 
Marine Corps, it promises to prove a more advantageous 
system of rifle practice for the state troops than they 
ever had before and better conducted. 
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DIscHARGE OF Drarr MEN. 

The attention of the War Department has been directed 
in a number of cases to the fact that discharges of 
drafted men which are sent to The Adjutant General of 
the state do not contain the number of the drafted man’s 


local board. The result is that a man is out of the Ser- 
vice perhaps under conditions which may be remedied 





‘ and yet is lost as an available man because of the fact 


that The Adjutant General of the state, upon receiving 
a copy of the discharge, is unable to send the information 
to the proper local board whose record, for that reason, 
continues to say the man is still in the Service. Ali 
such di must now bear the local board designa- 
tion of the men discharged. 
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COMMUTATION OF QUARTERS DECISION. 


As we announced in our issue of May 18 the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury has rendered a decision on the 
Act of April 16, 1918, which provides quarters, heat and 
light, or commutation thereof, for every commissioned 
officer of the Army of the United States in the field or 
active duty outside the United States, the decision 
taking the form of answers to fourteen questions sub- 
mitted by the Quartermaster General of the Army 
through the Secretary of War. After quoting the law of 
April 16, the Act of March 2, 1907 (which fixes the num- 
ber of rooms for each officer and the rate of pay for each 
which shall.not be exceeded), and the Act of March 4, 
1915 (that definitely fixes the rate to be paid for each 
room), the Comptroller points out “certain general pur- 
poses” of the new law. He writes: “In its reference to 
personal quarters furnished the officer ‘elsewhere’ it ap- 
pears clearly that Congress had specially in mind the 
location of an officer at a place in the field at home or 
abroad, or abroad and not in the field, where he would 
not be able to have his family with him. Having him- 
self no opportunity to occupy public quarters suitable 
for himself and family the law gives him the right to 
such quarters for his family or commutation in lieu 
thereof.” 

He also states that the right of an officer without a 
wife, child or dependent parent to quarters and heat and 
light or commutation thereof provided by the Act of 
1907 “does not continue when such an officer without de- 
pendents is on duty in the field and the Act of April 16 
does not give him a new right.” Continuing, the Comp- 
troller explains : “Except where quarters in Kind are pro- 
vided by the Government the latter act clearly makes its 
commutation benefits contingent on the maintenance by 

~ an officer of a place of abcde for those of his dependents 
named therein. The officer selects the place of abode or 
may allow his dependents to do so. he word ‘main- 
tains’ implies an expense to the officer in providing and 
continuing the place of abode. The amount of this ex- 
pense has no relation to the amount allowed for commu- 
tation and may be more or less than the commutation. 
This of course is the well established meaning of com- 
mutation—to cover an expense incurred or presumed to 
be incurred.” 

One of the outstanding features of the new law as the 
Comptroller states it is this: “Under the law of 1907, 
the officer need not prove an expense to receive com- 
mutation. Under the present law some expense must 
be incurred. It therefore clearly appears that under the 
law now under consideration some officers will not re- 
ceive the benefit of the law at any time, while to others 
the benefit attaches when they are on a certain duty and 


at that time are maintaining an abode for the designated 
dependents. In other words, the need for quarters is a 
controlling feature of the new right given by this law 


and this need is for quarters for a wife, a child, or a 
dependent parent, in addition to the personal quarters 
furnished the officer. The latter quarters aru those fur- 
nished him while in the field or on active duty abroad— 
such quarters as a tent, or a room, or such abiding place 
as the exigencies of the Service may offer.” 

“It was not the intention of this law,” the decision 
continues, ‘that an officer should draw double commuta- 
tion of quarters. - If the officer be on active 
duty abroad and have a designated station there, he may 
receive commutation if entitled to it under the law of 
1907, as heretofore, and this right is retained by specific 
provision in the last clause of the Act of April 16, but 
personal quarters’ mentioned in this law does not mean 
a right to quarters with a commutation in lieu thereof. 
It has reference to quarters in kind furnished in the 
field when available. As an officer must serve at the 
place ordered by superior authority and has no control 
over the place of active duty, it may be difficult to dis- 
criminate between ‘on duty in the field’ and ‘on active 
duty abroad.’ The law, however, has required that the 
discrimination be made and has said in effect that duty 
abroad and not in the field must be active duty or the 
officer is excluded from the benefits of the act. He is 
not excluded under the Act of 1907, which fact sustains 
the view that duplicate payment of commutation is not 
contemplated.” 

The answers to the questions of the Quartermaster 
General of the Army are as follows: 

(1) The act is not retroactive, having no applicatio 

,to time prior to April 16, 1918. ‘ ef - 

(2) The term “wife” as used in the act means the 
woman who is lawfully married to the officer and con- 
tinues to be his wife, but not including a wife divorced, 
limited or absolute, to whom alimony is being paid by 
the officer under agreement or court decree, nor a woman 
to whom the officer has not been lawfully married; but 
it does include a lawful wife living apart from her hus- 
band, the officer. 

(3) The term “child” as used in the act includes an 
unmarried person (the officer’s offspring or a child 
legally adopted by him prior to April 16, 1918) under 
eighteen years of age, or of any age if insane or idiotic, 
or a grandchild as a child if the parents of the grand- 
child are dead and the officer maintains the relationship 
of parent. It does not include a stepchild, nor a child, 
either of his own blood or legally adopted, who is married 
or has attained the age of eighteen years. 

(4) In the term “dependent parent” is included the 
officer’s father and his mother, or his adoptive father, 
his adoptive mother, his father’s father, his father’s 
mother, his mother’s father, his mother’s mother, de- 
pendent upon him for support. “The qualifying word 
‘dependent’ is construed to mean that the officer has, be- 
fore April 16, or may thereafter actually and necessarily 
contribute regularly more than one-half of the cost of a 
reasonable living for the parent.” 

(5) The evidence required by the disbursing officer to 
authorize payment of commutation of quarters, heat and 
light will be the officer’s certificate attached to his pay 
account showing the full name and post office address of 
each person for the maintenance of whom the commuta- 
tion is claimed and the exact degree of relationship of 
such person to the officer. That is, if a wife, a state- 
ment that she is then his lawful wife; if a child, the 
date of the child’s birth, and whether married or unmar- 
ried, and if aged eighteen or more years the mental c¢on- 
dition should be given; and if a parent there should be 
a statement showing that such parent was actually de- 
pendent upon the officer. If an adopted child or adoptive 

arent the proper record should be presented that all 
egal formalities of adoption were complied with. In 
addition to this the officer should state in his certificate 
whether or not application was made to a quartermaster 
of the Army for rooms for such dependent and if not, 
why not, attention being invited to the fact that the law 
provides for the payment of commutation “in case such 
ers_are not available’; and he should certify as to 
location and number of rooms actually occupied by 


at it 








the dependents and as to the exact period such rooms 
were so occupied. ~ 
_ (6) The officer will be entitled to receive commuta- 
tion of heat and light for the number of rooms, not ex- 
ceeding the number of his grade, “actually occupied by 
said dependents,’”’ the rate of commutation being deter- 
mined “under regulations~prescribing the rate of com- 
mutation as of the place where the dependents live.” 

(7) An officer is entitled under this statute to draw 
commutation of heat and light “during the time said de- 
pendents alone occupy one or more,rooms at a hotel or 
boarding house where room and board are charged for 
as one item and during the time consumed by them in 
travel upon changing their residence from place to place, 
but not where they occupy aldne or share a room or rooms 
as guests whether of friends, relatives, or others. 

(8) An officer on active duty beyond the territorial 
jurisdiction of the United States, not on sang | in the 
field, and entitled to commutation of quarters, heat and 
light by reason of no public quarters being available for 
his personal use, is not entitled to draw commutation of 
quarters, heat and light on account of maintaining a 
separate abode for a wife, child or dependent parent. 
This would amount to double commutation which, the 
Comptroller says, the law does not permit. 

(9) An officer on active duty beyend the territorial 
jurisdiction of the United States and who maintains an 
abode for a wife, child or dependent parent in a foreign 
country, but at a place other than at his duty station, 
is not entitled to draw commutation of quarters, heat 
and light on account of said dependents. 

(10) An officer on duty in the United States at a 
place where public quarters are not available and who 
therefore is drawing commutation of quarters in lieu of 
personal quarters and who is ordered to duty in the 
field, or say in Seenes, is entitled to commutation of 
quarters (if he was maintaining an abode for wife, child 
or dependent parent at the time of his departure from 
his old station) commencing with the next day after 
the date of his departure from his old station “and his 
commutation would not be affected by the fact that he 
avails himself of an ordinary leave of abseuce with full 
pay after departure from his old station aud before sail- 
ing from New York.” 

(11) An officer on duty in the field in the United 
States and in receipt of commutation of quarters on ac- 
count of maintaining an abode for a wife, child or de- 
pendent parent and who is ordered to France is en- 
titled to such commutation of quarters for dependents 
for the period en route from his station in the United 
States to his place of active duty in France. 

(12) An officer on duty in France and drawing com- 
mutation of quarters on account of maintaining an abode 
for a wife in the United States who is ordered to Wash- 
ington for duty will be entitled to commutation of quar- 
ters for his wife until the date of his arrival within the 
territorial jurisdiction of the United States, when it will 
cease. If ordered from active duty in France to field duty 
in the United States he will be entitled to commutation 
of quarters for his wife while en route from France to 
his field station in the United States, and such commuta- 
tion will not be affected by any ordinary leave of absence 
with full pay that he avails himself of while en route. 

(13) An officer appointed from civil life to an arm of 
the Service not entitling him to mileage to his first sta- 
tion, and who is ordered to first report to the command- 
ing general, port of embarkation, New York, for transpor- 
tation to France, there to report to the commanding gen- 
eral, A.E.F., who was maintaining a place of abode for 
a wife at the date he started to obey his orders and con- 
tinued to do so, is entitled to commutation of quarters, 
heat and light on account of his wife from and including 
the date lie reported to the commanding general, port 
of embarkation, New York, and while en route, includ- 
ing any time consumed awaiting transportation. 

(14) An officer assigned to duty as a transport quar- 
termaster, with home station in New York, which does 
not entitle him to commutation of quarters on account 
of personal quarters, whose duty is to travel on a trans- 
port from New York to France and return, is entitled to 
commutation on account of his wife for each round trip 
only from the date he leaves New York until the date of 
his return thereto.

COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 


The Comptroller of the Treasury has decided that dur- 
ing the war, orders for travel involving mileage need not 
be addressed or endorsed in such manner as to make 
publie in the orders the location of vessels of the Navy 
and the various rendezvous, if the orders provide that the 
officer perform travel in the United States in accordance 
with instructions given him. The disbursing officer will 
be furnished by the officer drawing mileage a certificate 
stating that he left a ship or station, giving the name 
and location of same, and arrived at a ship or station 
on a given date. This certificate will be attached to a 
copy of the public bill (mileage) and with a copy of the 
officer’s orders be retained in a confidential file for future 
reference. 

Mileage is not allowed to officers in joining for duty 
upon first appointment to the military service from civil 
life, the Com,troller points out from Par. 1297 of the 
Army Regulations in connection with a request for a 
decision as to whether a civilian living in Toledo, Ohio, 
should be paid mileage to Washington on his appoint- 
ment as lieutenant colonel of ordnance in the National 
Army. As an illustration of slackness in presenting 
records to the Comptroller this case is a fair example. 
Although the military laws distinctly state that “the 
necessity of the travel in the military service” must be 
stated in the order, the only paper submitted in the 
instant case was a telegraphic order from The Adjutant 
General, no other order being submitted. 

A request was recently made by Ensign C. H. Crosby, 
US.N.R.F., on ae | as a member of the personal staff of 
Rear Admiral 8S. 8. Wood, commanding the ist Naval 
District, for a credit of extra pay of $150 per annum on 
account of this detail. The Comptroller of the Treasury 
has decided that there is no authority of law for the pay- 
ment of additional pay as aid to an officer of the Navy 
assigned to duty by the commandant (rear admiral) of a 
shore station for duty as his personal aid. The Comp- 
troller points out that the question presented seems to 
be not as to the right of an officer to additional pay as 
aid when regularly assigned (by competent authority) 
specifically as aid to a rear admiral on shore duty, but 
whether Ensign Crosby is entitled to such additional pay 
under orders issued by Rear Admiral Wood, commandant, 
1st Naval District, navy yard, Boston, Mass., detailing 
him to duty as his personal aid in addition to the duties 
which he was already performing. The Navy Depart- 
ment in the Brumby case (69 MS. Comp. Dec., 1067, 
May 21, 1914), as to whether or not there is any au-

LOSS OF PRIVATE HORSES. ata ie 


The very unsatisfactory condition of the law in: re" 
gard to claims for private horses lost in service by offi- 
cers in the present war has been called to the attention. 
of the War Department by Messrs. King and King, of 
Washington, D.C., who have represented most of the 
claimants in the Court of Claims for lost horses. In a 
letter to the Department they note that under th: pres- 
ent decisions of the courts the law denies relief 11. very 
many cases, and cite the following: 

“In the case of Andrews v. U.S., 52 C. Cls. 373, it — / 


was held by the Court of Claims that the provisions of 
the Act of March 3, 1885, afford no relief in losses in 
time of war, because the Act of 1885 docs not apply to ~ 
war losses. % 
“In Griffis v. U.S., 52 C. Cls. 170, it was decided that 
the Act of June 22, 1874, 18 Stat. 193, declaring that 
payment shall not be refused where the loss of the horse 
resulted from any exigency or necessity of the military 


service, application to losses arising after the 
date of t ‘ 
“Dhis . 3s Section 3482 of the Revised Statutes and 


the new Act of March 28, 1918, as the only acts relating 
to loss of horses in service. The first expressly. relates 
to horses and the second includes them under the gen- — 
eral term ‘private property.’ Section 3482 specifies seven 
classes of loss. The Act of March 28, 1918, has defined 
only three classes, which may perhaps be subject to some. 
subdivision. It is, however, plainly apparent to anyone 
familiar with military affairs, and particularly with the 
history of claims for lost horses, that losses of i= 
horses may occur without fault or negligence of offi- 
cer through military exigency or necessity in many ways 
not contained in the specific provisions of either Section 
3482 or thé Act of Mareh 28, 1918. Papers have re- 
cently been transmitted to us by Army officers setting 
forth the loss of horses since the present war began by 
disease due to exposure in the Service and to conditions 
wholly of Service origin. It is evident also that losses 
may occur by reason of the United States supplying un- 
wholesome forage. These cases are strictly within the 
reason of the acts above cited to give compensation for 
the loss of private horses in time of war, where the loss 
was due to military risk. 

“It is suggested that the loss of horses in this war 
ought to be cotmpensated with as great liberality as losses 
in the Civil War. It is therefore suggested that it would 
be proper for the Department to recommend to Congress 
an enactment from April 6, 1917, of the provision of the 
Act of June 22, 1874, 18 Stat. 193, above referred to. 
The provision might direct that payment for loss of horse 
and equipment in the military service, as provided Bb; 
Section 3482 of the Revised Statutes, shall not in any 
case be refused when the loss resulted from any é 
or necessity of the military service unless it was ca 
by the fault or negligence of the officer or enlisted man 
to whom such horse belonged.” ‘ 

Legislation is urgently required to settle the difficulties 
of this situation, it is added. The accounting officers 
the Treasury refused to consider horses as private prop- . 
erty within the provisions of the Act of 1 and doubt- 
less would hold to that opinion in regard to the right to 
pay for horses under the Act of 1918. The Secretary of 
War is given exclusive jurisdiction over claims 
the Act of 1918, and it seems likely that he would follow 
the decision of the Gourt of Claims declaring that the 
words “private property” are broad enough tu include 
horses. The Court of Claims holds that Section 3482 of 
the Revised Statutes is in force in time of war, but the 
accounting officers declare that it has been repealed. 
result is most confusing to officers who may lose their 
horses in service. 
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PRODUCTION OF BROWNING GUNS. 


That a number of heavy type Browning guns have 
been completed and delivered to the Government was 
stated recently by Edwin M. Herr, president of the 
Westinghouse Electric and Manufacturing Company, in 
connection with reports that the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs had insisted that such was not the case. 
“What other firms may be doing I cannot, of course, 
discuss, but I can state positively that the New England 
Westinghouse Company (a subsidiary of the Westing~- 
house Electric and Manufacturing Comjany) not oaly 
has finished a number of machine made heavy Browning : 
guns but at present is more than a month ahead of the a 
working schedule arranged some time ago with the Goy- 
ment. Many of these guns have been delivered and still 
more have been made and now are boxed at the New 
England Westinghouse Company’s plant at gprs po 
and awaiting Government orders for shipment,” the New 
York Sun quotes him as saying: “These guns I of 
were manufactured, and are steadily being turned out 
right along, by jigs and templets machinery. They are 
not hand made guns, as the — from Washington 
intimates.” Mr. Herr says further: 

“The heavy Browning guns used in the Government 
tests away back in March last were made by the West- 
inghouse firm, but those guns, completed months 
were made by hand. The guns which the New Eng 
Westinghouse Company has been delivering to the Gov- 
ernment, however, were and are being made in the regu- 
lar course of manufacture at the Springfield plant by 
machinery. We have experien no difficulties in turn- 
ing them out and we confidently expect fully to meet the 
orders of the Government.” 

Predicting that there will be no investigation of the 
Colt’s Patent Fire Arms Manufacturing Company, of 
Hartford, the Courant of that city expresses the op 
that the company would welcome an investigation as” 
would show what it has accomplished. “The Colt ; 
pany,” the Courant says, “has expanded its working — 
foree in three and a half years from 750 employees 
6,300. It has built three large factories here and ac 
quired another in Meriden. It has followed the order of 
the War Department to continue the man 
Vickers gun for the United States, while it develo 
new Brownings. As a result it is now turning 

















sixty Vickers guns a day and will com its contracts 


ahead of time. A contract to be completed June 1 will 
be filled and all deliveries made this week. Additional 
orders of Vickers guns will keep the company busy for a 
long time to come. 

"The Colt Company has now reached the production 
stage of the light Browning, in its Meriden plant, and 
500 will be turned out there this month. Production in 
quantity of the heavy Browning will begin here in Hart- 
ford by the middle of May, and June 1 will see 250 com- 
pleted guns, with production rapidly increasing from that 
date. At the same time the Colt Company is now turn- 
ing out over 1,200 automatic pistols a day and 400 re- 
volvers. 

“On Nov. 1 last orders were issued by the Colt Com- 
pany discontinuing all commercial business, In order 
that the company’s whole time might be devoted to the 
service of the Government. Just as the responsible man- 
agement of the Colt company is secing light after the 
chaos of expansion and the weary months of Washington 
uncertainty, it is a fine time to talk of an ‘investigation. 
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THE LUCKY BAG OF 1919. 

“The Lucky Bag of 1919” resembles the class at the 
U.S. Naval Academy from which it takes its title in 
that it comes out ahead of time. In fact, the editorial 
staff of the annual have beaten the class by nearly a 
month, for the 1919 Lucky Bag was issued on May 17 
and the class itself will not be graduated until June 6. 
The annual is dedicated ““T'o Those Who Speak the Lan- 
guage” and has half a dozen illustrations, including 
several in color, a reproduction of a photograph of Mdsn. 
Kenneth Richards Failing, who died Feb. 21, 1918, and 
full-page photographs of Rear Admiral Edward W. 
Eberle and Capt. Louis M. Nulton, both U.S.N., before 
it arrives at the body of the letterpress. 

The first part of the Lucky Bag is devoted to the 
regiment of midshipmen, each of the four battalions hay 
ing a page to itself with a roster of the cadet officers in 
each command. Twelve full-page reproductions, in tint, 
of scenes-in and around the Academy follow, and then 
comes the real reason for the being of this annual in the 
estimation of the families, friends and relatives of the 
midshipmen, the 217 pages devoted to personal sketches 
and photographs of the class members. “The Ballad of 
the Bilged” is a very melancholy poem devoted to those 
unfortunates who met this fate and whose names are 
spread forth beneath the verses. Some anonymous mid- 
shipman has contributed a burlesque on the romantic 
novel entitled “Nineteen Chronicles of Ye Goode Olde 
Dayes” devoted to the daily life of a midshipman. A 
page each is given to photographs of the heads of the 
various departments, each page having a drawing illus- 
trating the subject taught by the officer in charge of 
the department indicated. It is to be observed that 
Comdr. Joseph L. Hileman, who succeeded Comdr. Wat 
. Cluverius as the head of “Steam,” did not get in his 
photograph. 

The activities of the “Masqueraders,” the mandolin 
and glee clubs are described none too seriously, a page 
is given to The Log and its staff, another to the choir, 
the Y.M.C.A. and the Athletic Council. A novelty in 
the book comes next, a double-page photograph of the 
members of the Third Class with reproductions of the 
members’ autographs around the border. ‘The Fourth 
Class also gets a double-pege illustration with members’ 
names added. Thirty one pages are devoted to the ath- 
letic activities of the midshipmen, the football pictures 
being unusually fine. The last eighty pages are devoted 
to “Sea Service,” pictures and tales of the cruises of 
the class. The Lucky Bag of 1919 is pictorially the 
handsomest of the twenty-six volumes of ‘this annual 
which have appeared and this is partly the work of The 
Roycrofters, of East Aurora, N.Y., who printed the book 
and attended to all its other mechanical details. It is 
also due to all the artists who contributed pictures and 
photographs, and, as the staff of the book write, “to 
Rear Admiral Eberle who has never failed to grant our 
requests.” The staff also compliments Captain Nulton, 
Commandant of Midshipmen, for his “constructive eriti- 
cism and friendly aid’ which would seem to give Cap- 
tain Nulton the rare distinction of a “constructive critic” 
of the present hour who was praised for his work. 
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ZONE PURCHASING SYSTEM FOR ARMY. 

Establishment of a zone system designed to make pos- 
sible a more equitable apportionment of purchases 
throughout the United States and to facilitate distribu- 
tion was announced on May 15 by Major Gen. George W. 
Goethals, Acting Quartermaster General. Territory has 
been allotted to each of thirteen general supply depots 
located at various points. The general supply depot 
quartermasters are charged with the duty of ascertaining 
the manufacturing possibilities of the different zones. On 
the basis of their reports to Washington an equitable 
allocation of purchases will be made. So far as pos- 
sible clothing, food and equipment for troops at the dif- 
ferent camps will be purchased within the zone in which 
the camp is located. Under the new system most classes 
of supplies will be purchased through each of the thir- 
teen depots. Manufacturers will be able to transact their 
business through the depot nearest them. The zones of 
operations apply to procurement, production, inspection, 
manufacture, storage and distribution of quartermaster 
supplies. 

The states included in the zones assigned to the thir- 
teen supply depots follow: 

Boston general supply depot—Maine, New Hampshire, 
Vermont, Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

New York depot—New York, Connecticut and New 
Jersey, Trenton and north. 

Philadelphia depot—New Jersey scuth of Trenton and 
Pennsylvania. 

Baltimore depot-—Maryland, Virginia and Delaware. 

Atlanta depot-—-North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Florida and Alabama. 

Jeffersonville, Ind., depot—Ohio, West Virginia, Indi- 
ana (south of Indianapolis), Kentucky and Tennessee. 

Chicago depot—Indiana (north of Indianapolis), 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, North Dakota, South 
Dakota, Illinois, except territory south of Jacksonville, 
Springfield and Decatur, and Iowa, cast of Des Moines 
and Fort Dodge. 

St. Louis depot-—Missouri, Illinois, south of Jackson- 
ville, Springfield and Decatur, Karsas, Oklahoma and 
Arkansas. 

New Orleans depot—Louisiana and Mississippi. 

Fort Sam Houston depot—Texas. 

Omaha depot—Iowa, Des Moines, Fort Dodge and 
west, Nebraska, Colorado, Utah and Wyoming. 









Mexico and Arizona. 

San Francisco depot—California, Oregon, Washington, 
Idaho and Montana. 

Each general supply depot quartermaster besides as- 
certaining production facilities within his zone is in- 
structed to recommend to the pro central organiza- 
tion of the Quartermaster General’s office the employ- 
ment of such producers as are in his judgment qualified 
to fulfill contracts. Each depot is expected to keep in- 
formed as to market conditions and spot goods located 
in that zone and wheb shortages occur shall submit 
recommendations for purchase of articles which may be 
obtained within the zone. The central organizations are 
to make an effort to promote the industry of each zone 
by a proper allocation of purchases. Matters of price, 
quality, reliabitity, delivery, ultimate destination and the 


-sanitary conditions surrounding the production will have 


a bearing upon the allocation. Purchases shall be made 
after advertisement by open competitive bidding when 
time will permit. In emergency cases competition is de- 
sired whenever possible. The record of bids received and 
awards made will be open to public inspection. 








NEW U.S. DESTROYERS NAMED. 

The names of fourteen new destroyers, built for the 
United States Navy, were made public by Secretary of 
the Navy Daniels on May 19. The names of the new 
destroyers one of whom is named from an enlisted man 
are the following: 

The Anthony, the McDermott, the Laub, the McLana- 
han, the Edwards, the Ballard, the Babhitt, the Claxton, 
the Hamilton, the Bush, the Hopewell, the Hatfield, the 
Brooks and the Delphy. 

The Anthony is named in memory of Sergt. Major 
William Anthony, U.S.M.C., whose soldierly conduct on 
the occasion of the sinking of the Maine in Havana Har- 
bor in 1898, caused the commanding officer, Capt. C. D. 
Sigsbee, to recommend to the Secretary of the Navy that 
he be made a sergeant. 

The McDermott is named in memory of Lieut. Comdr. 
David A. McDermott, a native of New York, who was 
in command of the Cayuga from Dec. 2, 1862, until 
killed in the Sabine Pass on April 18, 1863. 

The Laub is named for Mdsn. Henry Laub, at whose 
death in action on Lake Erie Sept. 10, 1813, Congress 
expressed deep regret, commended his gallantry and or- 
dered that a sword be presented to his nearest male rela- 
tive. Midshipman Laub, born in York, Pa., served under 
Commodore Perry. He was wounded in the battle of 
Lake Erie, Sept. 10, 1813, and carried below, where he 
— ar instantly by a shot which crashed through 
the cockpit. 

The MecLanahan is named for Passed Mdsn. Tenant 
MeLanahan. He was born in Louisiana, and while 
serving on the Cyane was one of the party besieged with 
Lieutenant Heywood. He was killed in 1845 by a rifle 
shot in the neck. 

The Edwards is named for Mdsn. W. F. Edwards, a 
native of Petersburg, Va., who, while attached to the 
Argus, was killed in action with the Pelican in 1813. 

The Ballard is named in memory of Mdsn. Edward J. 
Ballard, who took part in the battle of Lake Erie, Sept. 
13, 1815, and was wounded. He was killed in action on 
June 1, 1813, aboard the Chesapeake while in action 
with the British ship Shannon. 

The Babbitt is named for Lieut. Fitz Henry Babbitt, 
who was killed in action between the British warships 
Endymion and Pomona, and the United States steam- 
ship Adams, on Jan. 15, 1815. 

The Claxton is named for Mdsn. Thomas Claxton, to 
whose nearest male relitive Congress awarded a sword 
and commended his name, “to the recollection and affec- 
tion of a grateful country, and his conduct as an example 
to future generations.” Claxton dicd of wounds re- 
ceived on board the Lawrence early in the battle of 
Lake Erie, in which he displayed great gallantry. 

The Hamilton is named in memory of Lieut. Archi- 
bald Hamilton. He was attached to the United States, 
Oct. 25, 1812, and served gallantly in the capture of the 
Lritish warship Macedonian. He was killed Jan. 15, 
1815, on board the President in action between that ves- 
sel and the British ships Endymion and Pomona. 

The Bush is named in memory of 1st Lieut. William S. 
Bush, U.S.M.C., of whom Captain Hull, commanding the 
Constitution, said in his report to the Secretary of the 
Navy. “In him our eountry has lost a valuable and 
brave officer.” He lost his life, Aug. 19, 1812, while 
aboard the Constitution during its engagement with the 
British frigate Guerrierc. 

The Hopewell is named for Mdsn. Pollard Hopewell, 
who served on the Chesapeake and was killed in action, 
June 1, 1813, when that vessel engaged the British 
frigate Shannon. 

The Hatfield is named for Mdsn. John Hatfield, who 
was killed in the attack on York, Canada, in the War 
of 1812. 

The Brooks is named for Lieut. John Brooks, jr., 
U.S.M.C., who was killed in the engagement between the 
American and British fleets on Lake Erie, Sept. 10, 1813. 

The Delphy is named in honor of Mdsn. Richard 
Delphy, who was killed in the fight between the U.S.S. 
Argus and the British ship Pelican, in August, 1813. 
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EX-LIEUT. C. M. SMITH, U.S.A., EXONERATED. 


Calvin M. Smith, formerly lieutenant of the U.S. 
Army, whose resignation was accepted in the spring of 
1917, was found not guilty of forgery on May 11, 1918, 
during a trial at Norfolk, Va. The jury returned this 
verdict after being out only three minutes. Mr. Smith 
was charged with having forged and passed a forged 
check for $66.60. He was arrested in April, 1917, while 
he was instructor in the Fort Monroe Artillery School. 
The case against him was built, principally, on circum- 
stantial evidence and the evidence showed a most novel 
and unusual series of coincidences that involved the de- 
fendant in a tangled mesh. It developed during the trial 
that there was a Corporal Smith who lived in quarters 
near those of Lieutenant Smith. A Jetter, in which the 
original check payable to the wife of the corporal was 
contended to have been inclosed, was shown to have been 
delivered to the accused during February. Lieutenant 
Smith carried this letter over to the adjoining quarters of 
Corporal Smith, to which it was addressed, and left it 
there. It was charged that Lieutenant Smith had kept 
and altered the check in such a manner that the name of 
the payee was made to appear as “Lieut. Edward A. 
Montgomery,” and that he had cashed the check. The 
jury. after hearing all the evidence, quickly brought in a 
verdict of “not guilty,” as told above. Mr. Smith is a 
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graduate of: West Point, dass of 1910, and after being as- 


signed to the 16th Infantry was later transferred to the 


Co Artillery. 

Following the accusation of forgery, he resigned from 
the Army, stating his reason as being an unwillingness to 
be in the command of men while under the shadow of ac- 
cusation. It was accepted as tendered. He has already 
made application for reinstatement or reappointment in 
the Army. His wife, Mrs. Gretchen Smith, is a daughter 
of the late Col. H. C. Schumm, U.S.A. Walter E. 
Spenser of North Carolina and G. M. Lett of Newport 
News were counsel for the defendant.

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MASSACHUSETTS NAUTICAL SCHOOL. 

The twenty-sixth annual report of the Commissioners 
of the Massachusetts Nautical School, recently issued, 
shows that since its establishment the school has grad- 
uated 797 young seamen and engineers as deck and engi- 
neer officers. The number enrolled in the school at 
present is 112, the largest that the schoolship Ranger 
can accommodate. 

An interesting feature of the report is the story of 
the cruise of the Ranger during wartime. Under the 
command of Capt. Patrick W. Hourigan, U.S.N., super- 
intendent of the school, the ship, with her complement 
of young students, made a total direct run along the 
Atlantic coast of over 2,500 miles, and also made many 
cruises in and out of port. The result of Captain Hou- 
rigan’s labors is seen in an excellent general condition 
of health in the students, an average increase in weighf 
and height and chest expansion, and in the fact that the 
graduates are now well trained for the Service. 

CINCINNATI SCHOLARSHIP VACANCY.

PROVISION AL, 
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THE NAVY SUMMER UNIFORM. 


To Tne Epitor OF THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

At the present time while there is a movement having 
in view a change in the blue service uniform of the Navy, 
wouldn’t it be wise to take into consideration a change 
in the summer service uniform? Last summer there was 
a great deal of agitation for a change from white service 
to khaki. It is likely that this agitation will be con- 
tinued this summer as soon as “whites” are again worn. 
But why insist on a khaki uniform? It is primarily a 
field service uniform, while what the Navy wants is a 
uniform for sea service and, of course, if possible, one 
that could be used as a field service uniform also. 

Would not a light gray or a blue gray answer the re- 
quirements better than khaki? The writer has seen a 
gray drill or a_gray cotton cloth uniform similar to 
khaki, and at the time was impressed with its “snappy” 
appearance as well as its serviceable qualities, A unk 
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form of this sort would be just as serviceabe as khaki, 
both aboard ship and ashore. It could be worn in the 
tops at battle stations without making a big bright spot 
as do “whites” or khaki. With a-gray uniform there 
will be no reason for wearing “blues” to the tops as at 
present. The adoption of a gray or blue-gray by the 
Germans, Italians and French is certainly evidence of 
its effectiveness as a field uniform. 

The gray uniform cither with the present blue shoulder 
marks and black cap bands or with gray marks and 
bands would make a better appearance than khaki. 
Gray shoes also will be easily procured as soon as a 
change in the uniform is made. Black shoes would not 
look out of place with this uniform, however. The same 
color could be adopted for the summer uniform of the 
enlisted men, thus solving the landing force uniform.

U.S.S. — , U.S. Naval Forces in European Waters. 
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PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 


(Summarized from Reports May 17-23.) 





THE WESTERN FRONT. 
Period of Ally Laval Counter-Aitacks. 


The Ally forees on the wont between Ypres and the 
Oise rivers have taken adva..cage of the continued inac- 
tivity of the enemy to execute further spirited counter- 
attacks, designed to strengthen weak points in their line. 
In these operations they have moved with caution, avoid- 
ing the temptation to carry their efforts beyond immedi- 
ate objectives. As a result they have in certain cases 
gained ground in advance of the positions on which their 
main defense must rest. Thus these positions have been 
rendered safe against the first violent onrush of an ex- 
pected renewal of the enemy’s attempts to reach the 
coast. 

The tongue of land between the Somme river and the 
Ancre, with its point at their confluence, forms one of 
the weak spots in question. In this sector the enemy 
-holds Morlancourt. trom which point he threatened to 
sweep westward a few miles and drive the British from 
any consid:rable tenure of their bridgehead position. 
Less than two miles northwest of Morlancourt lies the 
village of Ville-sur-Amere, which the enemy also held. 
On the night of May 18 the British attacked this village. 
A detachment of the Australian force lately moved down 
from Leus (io the Somme carried out the assault in sud- 
den and crushing fashion. ‘The artillery fire that pre- 
pared their advance was brisk, but short enough to avoid 
furnishing the enemy with the warning and interval of 
time he needed to reinforce the men guarding the German 
positions. Promptly and with only slight losses the Aus- 
tralians broke into the enemy’s defenses and seized the 
village, with 360 prisoners. With the village they gained 
a spur of bigh ground overlooking Morlancourt on the 
north. The Berlin statement admits the loss of Ville- 
sur-Ancre, but insists that the Australians made a use- 
less attack on Morlancourt itself. This assertion does 
not accord with the indications in the London statement, 
of a cautious and circumscribed enterprise. The enemy 
south of Ville-sur-Ancre, entrenched in a stretch of 
sunken road, possessed an advantageous position, and 
from this they were driven out by the expert work of the 
Australian bomb throwers, an interesting bit of evidence 
as to the continued valuc of one of the specialized ser- 
vices developed in the days before the German spring 
offensive changed the character of the hostilities and 
brought: back into practise something resembling the war 
of movement. 

Similar in its character and manner of execution was 
an operation carried out on the night of May 19 by the 
French in the sector of Lorre and Mt. Kemmel. This 
has stood out as one of the weak points in the present 
Ally front. Its proximity to Ypres renders it difficult for 
the defenders to yield further ground here withoht dan- 
ger of uncovering the rear of the Ypres position itself, 
while the enemy's possession of Mt. Kemme! accords him a 
placement for artillery with which to prepare for any 
further advance that he may contemplate. It is neces- 
sary for the French divisions entrusted with the defense 
of this sector to endeavor to hold the line running from 
Locre northeastward, and for this purpose they need all 
the forefield area that they can get. The ground forming 
the objectives of the French counter-attack included the 
pulverized ruins of the village of Brulooze and the much- 
disputed Locre Hospice. The French advanced on a 
front of.about 4,000 yards, and apparently gained and 
held both these points, capturing over 400 prisoners in 
the course of the operations. The Berlin report treated 
the engagement as an unsuccessful Ally attempt upon Mt. 
Kemmel itself; in the London report no mention of an 
attack upon that height appears. 

On the evening of May 20, a smaller attack, carried 
out by a British battalion northwest of Merville, at the 
apex of the enemy’s Armentiéres salient, likewise gained 
some ground and a few prisoners. The communications 
of the 22d and 23d mentioned smaller Ally attacks at va- 
rious points and a German raid at Mesnil, north of Al- 
bert, which was repulsed. As an indication of the ex- 
pectations governing Ally action may be mentioned the 
statement of Gen. Bridges, head of the British military 
mission in Washington, to the effect that another German 
onslaught was surely coming. In the light of such a 
view the restraint of the French and British, their sharp 
counter-attacks, are readily to be understood. 

On the enemy’s part, activity in the main area was re- 
stricted to a few raids and efforts to recover the ground 
lost, notably near Merville, where a German counter- 
attack covering 1,200 yards of front was repulsed on 
May 21. The enemy raids were scattered and small, 
some occurring on the Anecre sector and some on the part 
of the front between Montdidier and the Oise. In econ- 
trast with the inactivity of the infantry and the insignifi- 
cance, from the point of view of general results, of the 
artillery fire, his airplane activity increased, as the re- 
ports of the air combats indicated. 

In spite of the several weeks’ suspension of enemy pres- 
sure that have by now passed, despatches reveal an un- 
diminished expectation in many quarters of an early re- 
newal of German aggressive measures. A great part of 
the forces now facing the Allies from the Oise to Ypres 
have remained idle. This is particularly true of the 
forces before Arras and north of it. So far as is known, 
the formidable army commanded by Gen. Otto von Buelow 
remains unoccupied before Arras, where it has made no 
effort of importance since the beginning of April. In the 
meantime the other armies constituting the enemy’s front 
jn the offensive areas have all in various degrees exerted 
their power. Arras is sheltered by an Ally trench line 
running fairly straight fifteen miles northward to Giy- 
enchy and southward almost the same distance. Beyond 
the extremities of this bit of front line lie on the north 
the Armentié@res salient and on the south the Somme ga- 
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lient. Both these have enough extent to permit of advan- 
Germans in case their at- 
tacks are renewed. Troops gathered within either salient 
may be diverted to any one point of its front far more 


rapidly, moving on interior lines, than can the reserve 


divisions of the defense, obliged in each case to take the 
route of.the circumference. The enemy has the advanta- 
geous choice in case he attacks, whether to press north- 
ward in the upper salient against Ypres and southward in 
the southern salient toward Paris or perhaps westward 
toward the coast, or else to converge from both salients 
in an offensive to flank Arras. 

Outside the main fighting area the Western front has 
seen no severe engagements, no appreciable changes in the 
situation. There have been small actions at numerous 
points, as south of the Oise, near. Vareffmes! north of 
Reims, near Bumericourt, where the Frenclt entered the 
enemy’s third trench lines; at St. Mihiel on the upper 
Meuse; and in Champagne and the Vosges. 


Operations of the United States Forces. 

The daily statements covering the activities of the 
American Expeditionary Force have been inaugurated 
They cover the 
events on the various portions of front held by the Amer- 
ican troops with great fulness of detail. The report of 
May 19 states that enemy raiders were repulsed in Pic- 
ardy and in Lorraine. On May 15 two privates of a 
colored regiment performed an action of unusual distinc- 
tion in driving off a much superior force of enemy pa- 
trols, while on sentry duty. Both men though wounded 
fought without yielding, one using a bolo knife after his 
rifle had become useless. The men have been cited for 
the French Croix de Guerre. Their behavior upholds 
fully the excellent fighting traditions of the colored 
troops. Considerable activity in air combats is detailed 
in the reports. 

An Associated Press despatch refers to the presence of 
a considerable force of U.S. troops now engaged in finish- 
ing its training in the area behind the British front. 

A news despatch of May 22 from Picardy, not official, 
made an interesting reference to the attitude of restraint 
of the Germans on that front, as observed by the Ameri- 
can troops. According to this information the enemy has 
ceased sending out patrols and has withdrawn from his 
front lines at night. These are judged to be possible pre- 
cautions to prevent the capture of prisoners by Ally 
raiding parties, and this supposed motive suggests that 
the enemy may here have important preparations under 
way, which he finds it necessary to protect against the 
risk of disclosure through prisoners’ information. 


OTHER FRONTS. 


Greater activity on the part of Italian raiding and pa- 
trolling parties is recorded as taking place in divers 
parts of the Italian front, but no new Italian attacks, 
properly speaking, have developed since the capture of 
Mt. Corno. At Mt. Corno, on May 17, the Austrians 
failed in a third attempt to regain by counter-attacks the 
ground lost on May 9 and 10. 

In the Balkans, according to Paris reports, enemy pa- 
trols have renewed their minor activities near Monastir 
and likewise in the Doiran region. 

A force of Russian Bolsheviki is reported to have 
crossed the Caspian Sea with the aid of Russian gun- 
boats and recaptured the city of Baku. Later the force 
was engaged by Mussulman troops in the city. 

South of Lake Urumiah, an expedition of Turks and 
Kurds is reported to be advancing toward Enzeli in 
Persia, threatening the right and rear of the British 
force in Mesopotamia. 
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HEALTH OF THE ARMY. 


Disease Conditions Among Troops. 





“On account of frequerft changes in organizations and 
personnel, it is no longer practicable to group troops 
separately as National Army, National Guard and Reg: 
ular Army as has been done previously in this report,” 
says the Office of the Surgeon General in issuing the re- 
port as to disease conditions among troops in the United 
States for the week ending May 17. Under the new 
grouping, which is considered more accurate, the forces 
are grouped as “All Troops,” “Divisional Camps,” “Can- 
tonments,” “Departmental and other Troops.” The re- 
port is as follows: " 

Annual admission rate per 1,000 (disease only): All 
Troops, 1,106.2; Divisional Camps, 736; Cantonments, 
1,227.2; Departmental and. other Troops, 1,177.38. 

Non-effective rate per 1,000 on day of report: All 
Troops, 39.5; Divisional Camps, 33; Cantonments, 44.7; 
Departmental and other Troops, 38.4. 

Annual death rate per 1,000 (disease only): All 
Troops, 6.3; Divisional Camps, 3.1; Cantonments, 9.9; 
Departmental and other Troops, 4.2. 

The report on health conditions in the Regular Army, 
National Guard and National Army camps and ¢anton- 
ments in the United States for the week ending May 10 
shows that the death rate for disease (5.4) is the lowest 
reported since Noy. 16, 1917. The non-effective rate 
for the National Guard on the last day covered by the re- 
port was 37.7 per thousand; the admission rate 
for disease during the week was 17.6 per thousand; 
deaths from all causes were at the rate of 6.2 per 
thousand per year; deaths from disease only were at the 
rate of 2.8 per thousand per year. 
for the National Army was 46.7 per thousand; the ad- 


-mission rate for disease was 31.9 per thousand; deaths 


from all causes were at the rate of 6.3 per thousand per 
year; deaths from disease only were at the rate of 6.0 
per thousand per year. The non-effective rate for the 
Regular Army in the United States—including gencral 
hospitals and the Aviation Section of the Signal Corps 
(National Army)—was 37.0 per thousand; the admis- 
sion rate for disease during the week was 22.2; deaths 
from all causes were at the rate of 7.7 per thousand per 
year; deaths from disease only were at the rate of 5.9 
per thousand per year. The office of the Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Army issued this statement on May 16: Dur- 
ing the week ended May 35 148 sick and wounded United 
States soldiers arrived at ports in this country from the 
American Expeditionary Forces. During the week ended 
May 10, with the report of one receiving station not yet 
at hand, eight soldiers were received from the oversea 
forces. 

The Medical Department has so guarded the health of 
our soldiers that no army, even one-tenth the size of ours, 
has ever been mobilized with sickness and death rates 
so low says the Journal of the American -Medical Associ- 
ation. It continues: “Indeed, so far as we know, no 
army of raw troops has been assembled with the death 
rate calculated for all ages as low as that of the civilian 
population from which the soldiers have been drawn. 
In this country this is about fourteen per thousand an- 
nually. In the Spanish-American War the death rate 
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from disease greatly exceeded this re, and ran above 
twenty per thousand. During the six winter months of 
1917-1918, the annual death rate among all sold 

in this country was 9.1 per thousand, In many camps 
the death rate has been lower than in the same 
group in those sections of the country from which 
troops have come.” ' 
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SUPPLIES ror MEDICAL DEPARTMENT. 
In an inconspicuous way the Supply Division of the 
Army Medical Department has been accomplishing the 


work allotted to it; and has amassed a vast amount of 
special material for the Service.) Its officers have had 
the purchasing of everything from motor ambulances to 
quinine capsules aud surgical instruments. They have 
the responsibility for every material thing that goes into 
the four walls of a base hospital and for everything that 
goes into a field hospital. ‘This division has purch 
enough gauze to spin a thread that would reach to the 
sun and back. It has procured several. thousand motor 
ambulances and all the motor cycles used by the Depart- 
ment; and it may be reliably said that not an organized 
base hospital, field hospital or ambulance company has 
gone abroad for service unsupplied with every. last de- 
tail of its outfit. Not a camp within the United States 
is lacking in the outfit prescribed by the regulations; and 
it is understood that a reasonable economy has protected 
all outlays of funds appropriated by a government in- 
sistent that sick and wounded have all that money can 
do for them. The division is under the charge of Col, 
Edwin P. Wolfe, Med. Corps, U.S.A. 
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HEALTH CONDITIONS ON TRANSPORTS. 

While the statistics haye not been made public it is 
well understood that there is practically no sickness in 
any branch of the Services, Army or Navy, traceable to 
life on the transports conveying troops oversea, all of 
which are under the supervision and control of the Navy. 
When the sudden and unexpected expansion of this branch 
of operations is considered and the shortness of the time 
in which it was necessary to nese: and transform such 
a large number of ordinary merchant ships into troop 
transports the skill and care which has been demon- 
strated becomes apparent. Suggestions have been made, 
in view of the splendid health conditions which have 
prevailed as well as the comfort which has been provided 
for the soldiers who are being transported, that it was 
possible to carry a larger number of men per ship, but 
the Medical Corps of the Navy is not inclined to approve 
an increase of the troop-carrying capacity of the trans- 
ports to the extent that there would be danger to health 
from overcrowding. This activity has been under the 
charge and supervision of the commander of the cruiser 
force of the Navy and at all times has been subjected to 
continual inspections. 
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Fewer SINKINGS BY SUBMARINES, 

The British Admiralty report on the sinking of ships 
through subniarines or mines during the month of April, 
made public in Washington on May 21, shows that 220,- 
709 tons of British shipping were destroyed while the 
other Allied nations lost 84,393 tons. The monthly 
average of sinkage during the winter for all the Allies 
was 400,000 tons. Commenting on this statement Assis- 
tant Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt said on the same 
day that offensive operations against the German sub- 
marines were producing good results, adding, ‘going 
after them and not waiting for them to come after us 
is the answer.” That the Government believes the sub- 
marine risk is being materially reduced is shown- by the 
recommendation of the Bureau of War Risk Insurance of 
a reduction from $2.50 to $1.50 a thousand dollars in 
insurance rates on lives of officers and crews of merchant 
vessels passing through the war zone. This is in line 
with the recent lowering of marine insurance rates on 
vessels and cargoes from three to two per cent. 
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HEALTH OF THE Navy. 

The health of the Navy has for several weeks past 
been execeptionally good and the death rate shows a 
lower percentage than that indicated during a great 
many wecks of the ordinary peace times. ‘The health 
rate is remarkably good and to a very large extent it is 
attributed to the notable decrease shown in the venereal 
and communicable diseases. The yearly rate indicated for 
venereal diseases in ordinary peace times has frequently 
been as high as 150 per 1,000. The average rate for some 
time past in the Navy for such diseases has ranged at 75 
per 1,000 per year and lower. This decreased rate is at- 
tributable to the prgcautions enforced under the rulings 
of the Secretary of the Navy and to the methods which 
have been adopted in the Service for the treatment of 
such cases. ‘The decrease indicated for several months 
past shows that the reduction in such cases is approxi- 
mately fifty per cent., based upon the annual figures 
for such diseases. 
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YounGc MEN yor SELECTIVE SERVICE. 

Probably 750,000 men will be added to the American 
Army in the making by the registration, on June 5 next, 
of young men who have reached the age of twenty-one 
since June 5, 1917, or who will be twenty-one on or be- 
fore June 5, 1918. This estimate was made on May 21 
by Provost Marshal General Crowder, who will direct 
the registration. General Crowder’s estimate was based 
on the fact that almost 10,000,000 men registered last 
This number included all between twenty-one and 


year. ne 
thirty-one years of age. Statistics collected by General 
Crowder’s office show that a little more than ten r 


cent. of thése men were twenty-one years old. On that 
basis it is estimated by draft officials working under 
General Crowder that this year’s registration will ex- 
ceed 1,000,000. Of this number General Crowder esti- 
mates that three-quarters, or about 750,000, will be 
available for military service. This makes proper allow- 
ances for physical defects, exemptions because of* de- 
pendents and other bars to military service. 
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Navy Hospital DEVELOPMENTS NEEDED. 

The Bureau of Medicine and Surgery of the Navy 
considers the needs for expansion of its hospital facili- 
ties to be urgent and it is believed that its success de- 
pends in no small degree upon the early completion of 
the contemplated hospitals both at home and abroad, 
essential before the beginning of another winter. The 
plans have been approved by the Secretary of the Navy 
and there is little doubt that such improvements as have 
been authorized will be commenced as soon as. the a 
propriations are available under the Naval Approp 
tion bill just sent to conference. 
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PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 
General Coe to be Chief of Coast Artillery. 


Brig. Gen, Frank W. Coe, N.A.(colonel of Coast Art., 
U.S.A.), whose nomination to be Chief of Coast Artil- 
lery with the rank of major general, was sent to the 
Senate on May 20, is known as a most energetic and 
progressive officer. He has been serving with General 
Pershing in France, and is the youngest officer ever ap- 
pointed to the important office of Chief of Coast Artil- 
lery, being not quite forty-eight years of age. He is not 
due to retire for age until 1934. General Coe succeeds 
Major Gen. E. M. Weaver as Chief of Coast Artillery, 
the latter being retired for age on May 23. General Coe 
was born in Kansas Noy. 27, 1870, and was appointed a 
eadet at the U.S.M.A. Sept. 1, 1888. He was gradu- 
ated No. 8 in his class June 11, 1892, and was assigned 
to the Ist Artillery as an additional second lieutenant. 
Two days later he was promoted to second lieutenant. 
His first station after being commissioned was at Fort 
Hamilton, N.Y. He served as instructor of mathematics 
at West Point and, among many other duties, has served 
at the School of Submarine Defense, as adjutant of the 
U.S.M.A., as assistant to the Chief of Coast Artillery, 
and as director of the Coast Artillery School at Fort 
Monroe, Va. 


Promotion of General Barrette. 


Brig. Gen. John D. Barrette, Nat. Army (colonel 
Coast Artillery, U.S.A.), whose nomination to be a brig- 
adier general in the Regular Army from Feb. 21, 
1918. vice Parker, retired, was sent to the Senate 
on May 20, has been filling the important office 
of Acting Chief of Coast Artillery at Washington. One 
year ago General Barrette stood number twelve on the 
lineal list, among the twenty-six colonels of Coast Artil- 
lery. Ile was born in Louisiana May 14, 1862, and en- 
tered the U.S.M.A. as a cadet July 1, 1881. He was 
graduated number nine in his class June 14, 1885, at 
which time he was commissioned a second lieutenant, 
being assigned to that portion of the old 3d_ Artillery 
then serving at Washington Barracks, D.C., tinder Col. 
H. G. Gibson (now brigadier general, retired). Subse- 
quent service included duty at the Artillery School at 
Fort Monroe, Va., from which he graduated $n 1892. 
He was on duty at the U.S.M.A. as instructor of math- 
ematics from August, 1892, to August, 1806, and was on 
duty at San Francisco, Cal.; Fort Slocum, N.Y.; Fort 
Preble, Maine; Fort Williams, Maine; Fort Monroe, 
Va., as instructor, Department of Artillery, and as di- 
rector, Department of Artillery and Gun Defense, at the 
Artillery School there, and was also a member of the 
Artillery Board. He was transferred to the 7th Artillery 
March 8, 1898; was promoted captain, 5th Artillery, 
Aug. 15, 1900; major, Artillery Corps, Jan. 25, 1907, 
lieutenant colonel March 11, 1911, and colonel Sept. 21, 
1913. He has been on duty latterly at Fort Howard, 
Md., where he was in charge of the coast defenses of 
Baltimore, was in command of Fort H. G. Wright, N.Y., 
and the coast defenses of Long Island Sound, and has 
served a detail in The Adjutant General’s Department. 
General Barrette is known as a good all-round officer. 


Robert EF. Noble, Med. Corps. 


The nomination of Col. Robert E. Noble, of the Medi- 
cal Corps, U.S.A., to be a brigadier general, in the Na- 
tional Army was confirmed by the Senate on May 20. 
General Noble, who was a major when the United 
States entered the war, was an honor graduate of the 
Army Medical School in 1904 and holds the degree of 
M.S., Alabama Polytechnic Institute in 1891, and the 
degree of M.D., Columbia University in 1899. He served 
three years in the Philippines, and for seven years per- 
formed duty in the Canal Zone. He accompanied Gen- 
eral Gorgas on a sanitary mission to South Africa. He 
rendered valuable service at Vera Cruz, Mexico, in 1914. 
Later he became chief of the personnel of the Medical 
Corps and served in that capacity during the demon- 
stration on the Mexican border in 1915-16. On the 
declaration of war he began the organization of the medi- 
cal forces of the U.S. Army, and has had entire direc- 
tion of the organization and assignment of the medical 
Officers since that time. In addition he has been made 
director of hospitals and has been in charge of the or- 
ganization of all hospitals in the United States. Colonel 
Noble has given very general satisfaction in this trying 
position and his administration has also been highly 
gratifying to medical officers of the Regular Service and 
to the Medical Reserve Corps officers. It is understood 
that his promotion was made upon the express recom- 
mendation of the Surgeon General. He originally en- 
tered the Army as an assistant surgeon in 1901 and is 
a native of Georgia. He is known as one of the best 
authorities on sanitation in the Army. 
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RECENT DEATHS. 

Gen. John B. Castleman, of Kentucky, who served in 
the Confederate army during the Civil War and who also 
served in the U.S. Volunteers during the war with Spain, 
died in his home at Louisville, Ky., May 23, 1918, after 
a brief illness. General Castleman gained a place in 
history during the Civil War as the commander of an ex- 
pedition, the purpose of which was to liberate Confed- 
erate prisoners of war at Camp Douglas who were to 
seize and burn the city of Chicago. He was arrested as 
a spy and held until the end of the war, when he was 
paroled upon condition that he leave the United States. 
Two years later President Johnson permited him to re- 
turn requiring him to take the oath of allegiance. Gen- 
eral Castleman was president of the American Saddle 
Horse Breeders Association, and was formerly in com- 
mand of the Kentucky National Guard. 

Capt. Lloyd B. Russell, Inf., U.S.A., Who was recently 
noted as killed in action in France, was appointed a 
seeond lieutenant in the 16th Infantry on March 22, 
1917. His home was at Manchester, Okla. 

Capt. Herbert Boyer, Inf., U.S.A., was listed on May 
14, 1918, among those killed in action in France. His 
home was in San Francisco, Cal. 

Mrs. Emily Fenno Babbitt, wife of Brig. Gen. 
Edwin B. Babbitt, U.S.A., died at Columbia Hospital, 
Washington, D.C., on May 20, 1918. The funeral ser- 
vices were held May 21 from St. Margaret’s Church. 
Interment was at Arlington Cemetery.

MAJOR W. R. BLAIR NOT DEAD. 

Bearing the inscription “dead” in large black type, 
two letters sent to Major William Richard Blair, Avia- 
tion Section, Signal Corps, in France, by his wife, who 
lives at 3420 Porter place, N.W., Washington, were re- 
turned to her this week and caused considerable grief 
among his family and friends. As Mrs. Blair had re- 
ceived no official announcement of her husband’s death 
and his name had not been published in the casualty list 
an inquiry was made at the War Department. An in- 
vestigation disclosed that an unfortunate error had been 
made in France, and that Major Blair had been mistaken 
for 1st Lieut. Richard William Blair, Aviation Section, 
Signal Corps, who died recently. 

AVIATION CASUALTIES. 

Major Raoul Lufberry, A.S.S.R.C., who was killed 
as the result of an air fight in France on May 19, was 
regarded as the most skilled air fighter in the United 
States service. He was killed during a fight with a big 
armored German triplane which he was attacking. His 
machine was in flames and he jumped out when about 
800 yards above the ground, his body falling into a gar- 
den, while his machine dropped burning 400 yards away. 
Ile had seventeen victories to his credit. Major Luf- 
bery joined the French aviation service in 1916. By 
November of that year he had shot down six machines 
and had been cited for bravery, and early last year he 
won the Cross of the Legion of Honor. Later he re- 
ceived the gold medal of the Aero Club of France, the 
British Military Medal, the War Medal of the Aero 
Club of America and several times had ben cited in 
French army orders, once as “an incomparable pilot.” 
He had several narrow escapes from death. Major Luf- 
bery was commissioned a major in the A.S.S.R.C. of the 
United States in January, 1918. He was born thirty- 
four years ago in Clermont, France, of American par- 
ents. He was a factory hand in Wallingford, Conn., a 
baker in New Orleans and a hotel waiter in San Fran- 
cisco, and has wandered the world around, seeking ad- 
venture. 

Lieut. Latham Polk, S.R.C., was killed on May 21 by 
accident at Gerstner Field, Lake Charles, La. Lieuten- 
ant Polk was a graduate of De Witt Clinton High School 
and of the Cornell Ground Schook He was twenty years 
old and was unmarried. 

Six weeks after Ensign Stephen Potter, U.S.N.R.F., 
had shot down a German seaplane in Heligoland Bight, 
he was killed on April 25 in a fight with seven enemy 
single-seaters. He was second pilot to a British Royal 
Air Foree captain with whom he shot down a German 
last March. “Potter always displayed the greatest eager- 
ness to fly at all times,” the commanding officer of the 
station from which he was lost has written. “On the 
long reconnaissance in which he shot down the German 
seaplane he displayed great courage and coolness. He 
was very popular at this station.” Ensign Potter en- 
rolled as second class seaman, Naval Flying Corps, Sept. 
26, 1917, and was made ensign Nov. 2, 1917. He was 
ordered to France on Nov. 12, 1917, and was sent to 
England for duty Jan. 18. 

John Ganster, quartermaster in the Navy Aviation 
Corps, was killed in a seaplane accident in France on 
May 20. 

Corpl. Walter Soder, attached to the 15th Aero Squad- 
Ton at Camp Mills, N.Y., died in the base hospital at 
Mineola May 19 as a result of an accident in Clinton 
Boulevard on the afternoon of that date. While riding 
a motorcycle he was in collision with an Army motor 
truck near Garden City and suffered a fracture of the 
base of the skull. 

Lieutenant Kurtz, S.R.C., has been killed while fly- 
ing within the American lines in France, according to 
a cable sent by General Pershing to the War Depart- 
ment on May 25. His fall apparently was due to acci- 
dent.

SHORTAGE AT TRAINING SCHOOLS. 


There is an indicated shortage in the attendance at 
the fourth series of Officers’ Training Schools which 
may be attributed to a large extent to the rapid move- 
ment of troops overseas and because many men who 
were eligible for these camps have been sent forward 
with their commands. Provision will be made, however, 
for these men. There will be additional designations to 
the training schools, and the training camps at the re- 
placement and depot brigade camps will make up to a 
large extent for what at present seems a shortage of 
students. 
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PLANS FOR AERONAUTIC DIVISION. 


The General Staff of the Army has under considera- 
tion plans for the reorganization of the new Section of 
Military Aeronautics which was created by order of the 
President under the powers conferred by the Overman 
bill and for the adoption of distinctive insignia for its 
personnel. The full details have not been completed, but 
the plans will soon be announced.

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PROMOTIONS IN THE ARMY. 
Three Generals—March, Pershing, Bliss. 


Announcement was made on May 20 that the President 
had nominated Major Gen. Peyton C. March, now Acting 
Chief of Staff, to be Chief of Staff of the Army, with the 
rank of general, succeeding Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, Chief 
of Staff, who has been for some months on duty abroad 
as the American representative at the Inter-Allied Coun- 
cil at Versailles. General Bliss will continue to repre- 
sent the United States at this conference, with the rank 
of general, the President having decided to confer upon 
General Bliss, by brevet, for meritorious service, the rank 
of general, which he would otherwise lose by his relief 
from the position of Chief of Staff. The law of Oct. 6, 
1917, authorizes the President “for the period of the 
existing emergency only, to appoint as generals the Chief 
of Staff and the commander of the United States forces 
in France; and as lieutenant general each commander 
of an-army or army corps organized as authorized by 
existing law.” By virtue of the Act of March 3, 1883, 
“officers of the Army shall only be assigned to duty or 
command according to their brevet rank when actually 
engaged in hostilities.” 

The Judge Advocate General in 1912 delivered an opin- 
ion that when an officer has been duly assigned to duty 
or command, according to a certain brevet rank “that 
rank becomes his actual military rank for the period of 
the assignment. He is empowered to exercise the au- 
thority which belongs to such rank under the circum- 
stances, to wear the uniform, and to be addressed by the 
title of such rank.” With the confirmation of these 
nominations there will be three officers of the rank of 
general in the Army; General March, Gen. John J. 
Pershing, commanding the American Expeditionary 
Forces, and General Bliss, now in France. 

General March was born Dec. 27, 1864, and is not 
due to retire for age until 1928. He entered the Military 
Establishment as a cadet at the U.S.M.A. June 15, 1884, 
After graduation he was assigned to the Artillery. Gen- 
eral Pershing was born Sept. 30, 1860, and is not due to 
retire until 1924. He entered the military service as a 
eadet at the U.S.M.A. July 1, 1882. After graduation 
he was assigned to the Cavalry. General Bliss was born 
Dec. 31, 1853, and was retired for age Dee. 31, 1917. 
He entered the military service as a eadet at the U.S. 
M.A. Sept. 1, 1871, and after graduation was assigned te 
the Artillery. 

Lieutenant Generals May Soon be Named. 

The Secretary of War, in response to an inquiry, 
stated on May 20 that it was not improbable that the in- 
creased number of American troops now in France would 
within a short time call for the appointment of several 
lieutenant generals as permitted by the Act of Oct. 6, 
1917. He said that the matter would depend upon the 
recommendation of General Pershing as to the necessity 
for the formation of corps and armies, and that while it 
was probable that each army corps would be made up 
of six divisions a less number of divisions might be used. 
The organization contemplated in the plan for the forma- 
tion of armies and corps as given out some time ago had 
this number in mind, but the Secretary intimated that 
changes might be made when advised by General Per- 
shing. 

Many Promotions Coming. 

A list of not less than sixteen colonels, according to 
War Department talk, is being prepared for the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of War for recommendation to 
the President as fitted for appointmeat to the grade of 
brigadier general in the Natione] Army. The increase 
in general officers will be required by the new replace- 
ment brigades and depot organizations. It is also ex- 
pected that within a few weeks a‘ter the confirmation 
of the list now being prepared a second list containing 
approximately the same number of names will be sub- 
mitted to meet the requirements of the new draft and 
its additional units of National Army troops. 

At the same time that the list of brigadier generals is 
submitted it is understood that provision will be made 
for the appointment of thirty-two colonels and thirty- 
two lieutenant colonels and about 180 majors. As it 
happens, the latter lists, if seniority is considered, will 
give every member of the class of 1898, U.S.M.A., now 
in the Service the grade of colonel, and it is likely that 
many of the class of 1899 will also reach that grade at 
the same time. It is not improbable that the list of 
colonels to be brigadier generals may be sent to the Sen- 
ate before the end of the present week, but it is known 
that the entire list has not been completed at the pres- 
ent time. 

To Select Eligibles for General Staff. 


A board of officers was convened at the War Depart- 
ment for the purpose of selecting a number of officers 
not to exceed fifty as eligibles for detail to the 
General Staff of the Army. It has been reeognized by 


the War Department that the services of an increased 
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number of ‘officers will be required in the General: Staff 
as a result ofthe increase in the National Army and the 
creation of replacement and depot brigades. The board 
has completed its work and has adjourned. No report 
will be made public as to its work, the officers selected 
being called as needcd. 

Army Personnel Selection. 

There is a report which appears to be founded upon 
substantial ground that an attempt may be made -to 
change the present method of selecting and assigning 
Army personnel. It contemplates a division which, act- 
ing under the General Staff, will designate both the offi- 
cer and enlisted personnel of all arms of the Service. 
The advantages to be gained in this way it is held are 
greater dispatch im business; a greater economy in 
operation, and the avoidance of competition between the 
branches of the department for the assignment of a par- 
ticular man or class of men. While it is conceded by 
all officers that a better way than the present may be 
found, it is possible that obstacles in administering the 
new system may arise in some instances through the in- 
complete information of the members of such a division 
as to the requirements of some branches of the Service 
and of the exact character of individual officers of thar 
branch. For example, it would hardly’ be the proper 
thing for an officer of Artillery to arrange all the as- 
signment of the Engineers; or for an officer of the Sig- 
nal Corps to arrange the personnel of the Medical Corps. 
A system of representation of each arm.on the board 
would be an assistance, but it could hardly afford that 
personal acquaintance which goes with the selection of 
its own officers by an arm of the Service. 

NO CHANGE IN NAVY UNIFORM. 

Secretary of the Navy Daniels has settled for some time 
to come the question of making a change in the design of 
the blouse or tunic worn by officers of the U.S. Navy, by 
announcing that he will not approve the changes sug- 
gested or order any other change at this time. Of the 
officers, those above the grade of lieutenant, senior grade, 
to whom the questionnaire regarding the desirability of 
the change was submitted, 1,080 voted in favor of the 
change and 657 voted against the change and forty-seven 
expressed themselves as indifferent. The result of the 
questionnaire, with the arguments which were presented 
in the circular accompanying it, were submitted to the 
Secretary last week, and on May 18 he declared against 
the change. In announcing his decision the Secretary 
based his action upon the desire to avoid expense for the 
officers of the Navy at this time and the necessity for the 
conservation of the supply of woolen goods suitable for 
such uniforms, and also a wish to preserve the distinctive 
character of the American uniform. 

When the. figures showing the vote were sent to the 
Secretary by the Bureau of Navigation his attention was 
called to the fact that the new design submitted differed 
materially from that worn by any other navy and has a 
distinctive character as well as the merit of economy in 
that the blouse can be made for several dollars less than 
is charged by tailors for the blouse in use. The Secre- 
tary’s attention was also directed to the fact that the 
present blouse is more military than naval in its cut, and 
at a period not many years distant U.S. Navy officers 
wore frock coats with turndown collars. About the same 
period that the U.S. Navy adopted the military collar, 
the British navy cut off the tails from the frock coat and 
loosened up the waist line, making the coat that is now 
worn in the British service. 

An interesting feature of the vote is the result of the 
ballots of the officers serving in European waters, which 
shows that 273 of these officers voted in favor of the 
change while seventy-six opposed it. Regarding the neces- 
sity for the purchase of new uniforms to conform with 
the proposed changes, it was urged that a period of two 
years was provided for the change to be comoleted and 
within that time officers will have to provide themselves 
with new uniforms under any circumstances. It is a 
time of war and as all officers are required to be in uni- 
form at all times the wear and tear on such clothing is 





heavier than under normal or peace conditions. The 
final vote in detail folows:

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ORDNANCE HAS HEAVY BROWNINGS. 


The Army Ordnance Department, according to its 
fixed policy of making no announcement of what it is 
doing until it can speak definitely and positively, -has 
kept silence in the face of charges of slackness in the 
production of heavy machine guns. Now it may be 
stdted authoritatively that the standardized Browning 
heavy machine gun is here in quantity production; that 
the Ordnance Department has delivered or started to 
every camp and cantonment a sufficient number of them 
for immediate training needs; has sent a considerable 
number of them abroad for the Expeditionary Forces 
and has sent a sufficient number of these pieces to Camp 
Meade to equip the entire division. This means that 
this division will have the full number of these guns 
ealled for by the tables of organization for active duty,

besides an additional number disposed of in a way not 
specified. It is not permitted to give the number of 
these guns which the department has received from the 
manufacturer and sent out. There is no attempt. to 
magnify the production figures or claim that the depart- 
ment has done anything more than it has undertaken to 
perform ; but it has done,-as matter of fact, just a little 
more than General Crozier told. Congress that his de- 
partment would be able to accomplish. 

The deliveries promised by the manufacturers them- 
selves are a few weeks behind schedule but the depart- 
ment had. discounted that. As for all irresponsible 
statements and so-called promises, the department has 
not. been willing to assume the burden of carrying them; 
it has said nothing, but has kept at its task of speeding 
up ‘production and now production is here. Practically 
all of the guns that the department has received were 
produced in one factory and another output equal to that 





of the first factory will come into delivery during the” 


coming week, with the prospect of deliveries from a third 
factory ‘in*the near future. 

The simplicity of design in these guns is what has 
made rapid. production possible and with the light Brown- 
ing (the automatic rifle) and the military rifle (model 
1917) both ahead of the program, the present status of 
the heavy gun constitutes something that not only the 
Ordnance Department, but the nation, may regard with 
honest pride.

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SENATE AIRCRAFT INQUIRY IN DOUBT. 


Owing to the passage by the Senate on May 22 of a 
compromise substitute for the Chamberlain resolution 
for an investigation by the Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs of certain activities of the War Department 
and of the publication of a letter from Charles E. 
Hughes, who was appointed by the Presjdent to aid in 
the investigation of the aircraft production charges, in 
which he recommended that no parallel inquiry be under- 
taken by the Senate, it a@pears unlikely that the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee will undertake such an in- 
quiry, The substitute resolution empowered the Senate 
committee to draw on the contingent fund of the Senate 
for any expenses incurred under the provisions of S-R. 
48, this being the resolution passed in December under 
the provisions of which the Military Affairs Committee 
has been holding its hearings on War Department af- 
fairs. ‘The Chamberlain resolution had specifically au- 
thorized an inquiry into aircraft and ordnance produc- 
tion and the Quartermaster General’s Department. The 
substitute resolution mentions none of these, but as the 
committee already had power under S.R. 48 to investi- 
gate any war activity it was not hampered in any way. 
In fact it is aided materially by having funds granted 
it not hitherto available. 
~ But with the publication of Mr. Hughes's letter to the 
Attorney General, which was transmitted to Senator 
Chamberlain, a different face was put on the matter. 
After giving an outline of how, in his opinion, the in- 
vestigation should be conducted, Mr. Hughes said that 
while the authority to conduct another official inquiry 
was clearly to be recognized, it could not be doubted that 
any official inquiry into the same course of conduct, al- 
though with another aim, would tend to make difficult, 
if not impossible, the successful prosecution of the one 
he is to conduct. He ndded: “Either nothing of impor- 
tance would be elicited, which would make such an in- 
quiry needless, or points would be brought out which 
would at once suggest to the guilty, if there be such, 
where effort should be made to block successful prosecu- 
tion.” On receiving the letter Mr. Chamberlain called 
a meeting of the Military Affairs Committee for a dis- 
cussion of the matter. It was announced later that the 
members were divided as to the course of action to be 
followed, Senators Chamberlain and Thomas were of the 
opinion that Mr. Hughes's implied request should be com- 
plied with. It was decided, however, that four special 
sub-committees should be appointed to cover lines of in- 
quiry into aircraft, ordnance, Quartermaster Corps and 
“cross license contracts,” these last being in connection 
with the manufacturers of Army aircraft. It was not 
decided that any of these sub-committees would take 
up any inquiry at present. 

It would appear that the plan to have another “com- 
mittee on the conduct of the war,’’ which seems to have 
been the real intent of the Chamberlain resolution, has 
been killed for the second time since we became engaged 
in the European war. The appointment of Mr. Hughes 
as special investigator of the aircraft production charges 
doubtless will have much to do with the Senate commit- 
tee’s decision in the matter of investigating the same 
question: ‘for Mr. Hughes’s character is so highly es- 
teemed throughout the country and his special abilities 
as an investigator are so universally known that an im- 
plied request from him in a matter of this kind will not 
be easy to refuse. In fact, we believe that the people 
of the United States would not brook any interference 
with any task which Charles B. Hughes undertook in 
their behalf. As for the committee on the conduct of 
the war that was to be, we are well rid of it. 
described measures of this kind as “hasty and. passionate 
legislation.” We have had much too much of that kind 
of legislation in past wars, as General Upton has pointed 
out. We will be better off for none of it in this our 
greatest struggle for liberty.

NAL has repeatedly urged- that the three-year building 
program should be resumed at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, and we suggested in a recent issue that January, 
1919, would not be too early a date to begin work on 
the battleships and battle cruisers. Secretary Daniels 
has been of the opinion that the capital ship program 
should be resumed at the earliest opportunity and has 
only set it aside owing to.the pressing need of destroyers 
for convoy duty and for fighting the enemy submarines 
in European waters. The speed with which we are build- 
ing destroyers now is shown by the announcement that 
it is proposed to launch in a Pacific port six destroyers 


on July 4. How urgent is our need for capital ships to. 


preserve a true balance of power in our Navy is shown 
very pointedly by the fact that we have only forty Navy 
vessels of all. classes on the Pacific Station. All lovers 
of the Navy who believe that the United States should 
hold nothing less than second place among the navies of 
the world will rejoice in this recommendation of the 


Senate Committee which is a step in the right direction. ° 


The increase in the permanent enlisted personnel means 
an increase in the officer personnel larger than was con- 
templated in the last annual report of the Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation in which figures were given, that 
for the fiscal year 1916. The Navy Department feels 


confident that it can provide the officers needed for the. 


men and the ships owing to the character and ability of 
the men who are coming into the Service and the highly 
efficient manner in which the education of commission 
aspirants is conducted.

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STRENGTH OF OuR OVERSEAS FORCES. 

The veil of secrecy that has been drawn over the num- 
ber of troops we have in France and England and the 
immediate plans for troop movements was fairly well 
torn into shreds in Congress on May 22 and 23 by Con- 
gressmen Caldwell of New York and Olney of Massa- 
chusetts, so far as their knowledge of the facts may be 
considered authoritative. Mr. Caldwell’s statements 
were described as being regarded as “semi-official” and 
“approved by. the War Department,” while Mr. Olney 
said he was authorized by his colleagues in the House 
Committee on Military Affairs to make known the fig- 
ures he gave out. Mr. Caldwell said the total strengta 


o four military forces on May 22 was 2,078,222, divided: 


into 148,323 officers*and 1,929,894 men, this last figure 
including 150,000 men drafted in April and 273,742 in 
May. He also pat 79,038 officers and 78,560 men in 
the Reserve Corps. He declared we had 500,000 men in 
I’rance ‘and 1,000,000 more have the necessary training 
to fit them for foreign service.” He added: “In the 
first ten days of May we-shipped 90,000. Within a year 
after the first shipment America will have 1,000,000 
soldiers in France.” On the following day Mr. Olney 
stated that we had 650,000 soldiers in France and of this 
number 275,000 “have arrived overseas since April 1.” 
He further stated, “about 250,000 men will arrive in 


France in the present month and that 1,000,000 Ameri-— 


can soldiers will be in France by July 4, and if present 
estimates are correct 2,000,000 will be in France by 
Christmas Day. Of the 1,000,000 men who will be in 
France by July sixty per cent. will be combatant and 
forty per cent. noncombatant troops.” The House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs believes that from now on 
not less than 200,000 men will be sent overseas each 
month and it is said the total may increase to 30),000

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Our ARMY TO BE AS BiG AS NEEDED. 


Real. constructive legislation is to be found in the 
action of the House Committee on Military Affairs on 
May 23 in unanimously adopting an amendment to the 
Army Appropriation bill that will give the President 
authorization to draft “as many men from year to year 
as can be equipped, trained and used during each fiscal 
year until the successful termination of the war.” Chair- 
man Dent, of the Military Committee, showed his states-. 
manship after Secretary of War Baker had presented 


the amendment, by announcing that he would not j ress, 


his bill for an Army of 5,000,000 men that was intro- 
duced by. Mr. Dent in April when Secretary Baker made 
his personal request to the committee for an unlimited’ 
supply of men for the Army. Mr. Dent believes the 
amendment authorizing an army limited in size only 
by this country’s ability to equip it will be accepted by 
the House, although it is there subject to interference 
through a point of order as legislation in an approprig- 
tion bill. If the point of order is raised the Military 
Committee proposes to obtain a special rule to ‘insure 
adoption of this most desirable provision in the Military 
law.’

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SENATE PASSES NAVAL APPROPRIATIONS. 
The Senate passed the Naval Appropriation bill, H.R. 
10854, on May 22 without a roll call and with less than 
five hours discussion. The bill as passed carries amend- 
ments recommended by the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs and increases the total appropriation to $226, 
000,000 over the amount voted by the House. 
The bill as it now goes to conference carries items of 
appropriation totaling $1,615,000,000, 22. 





which is $22,- 
162,141 more than the combined appropriations for the 
Navy in the Naval Appropriation Act of 1917 and the 
Deficiency Acts of June 15 and Oct. 16, 1917. 

Although the committee had made no recommendation 
as to the restrictions contained in the bill as it came 
from the House and as they have been carried in the law 
since March 3, 1915, against the use of time-measuring 
devices in Government plants and against the payment of 
bonuses and cash rewards, objection was made on the 
floor against these points of the bill, and most of the 
time of the debate on the measure was taken up with 
their discussion. The restriction against the stop-watch 
was retained in the bill and that against bonuses was 


stricken out by a vote of 37 to 21.

SENATE AMENDMENTS, 


We give below some of the more important Senate 
amendments other than those of dollars and cents, 

Speeding Up Naval Construction-Of the vessels au- 
thorized to be constructed prior to July 1, 1919, in the 
Act of Aug. 29, 1916, the construction of which has not 
heretofore specitically been directed to be begun shall be 
begun as soon as practicable, but not later than June 30, 
1919, 

Personnel of the Nevy.—In place of the temporary in- 
creases of personnel voted by the Hlouse, the Senate votes 
for both a permanent and a temporary increase of the en- 
listed strength, as follows: 

Authorized enlisted active list is increased from 87,000 
to 151,485, and the temporary strength from 151,485 to 
181.485. The House provisions are adopted for the fol- 
lowing temporary increases: Apprentice seamen from 
6,000 to 24,000; enlisted Flying Corps 350 to 10,000; 
“authorized enlisted strength” to mean total enlisted men 
exclusive of Hospital Corps, Apprentice seamen, those 
sentenced to discharge, detailed with Naval Militia, fur- 
loughed without pay, enlisted Flying Corps, and those 
in trade schools for instruction. Number in trade schools 
is anthorized placed at 14,000. The Senate adds an au- 
thorization for the President in his judgment to tempo- 
rarily increase the Navy enlisted strength by the addition 
of 50,000 men. 

Promotion by Selection in Nary.—lLaws to promote 
line officers of the Navy by selection are amended to in- 
clude and authorize advancement to ranks of commander, 
captain and rear admiral in the Staff Corps of the Navy. 
Boards for selection are to be composed, when practica- 
ble, of not less than five members of the corps concerned. 

Temporary Appointments in the Navy.—The Senate 
adopts the House change in the Temporary Increase Act 
that will permit the temporary appointments in the Navy 
to be made as high as lieutenant commander, but strikes 
out the House authorization of not exceeding four tempo- 
rary captains and seven temporary commanders. 

Lieutenant General for the Marine Corps.—For the 
period of the present war, the general officers of the 
Marine Corps are to include a lieutenant general rom- 
mandant; the rank and title of majer general is created 
in the Marine Corps and one permanent and one tem- 
porary major general authorized, by the Senate’s amend- 
ment of the House provision. The Corps is, as both House 
and Senate have voted, to have temporarily six brigadier 
generals, twenty-two colonels and twenty-two lieutenant 
rolonels, 

Chief Warrant Officers and Temporary Appointments, 
—Such chief warrant officers as are given the tempo- 
rary appointments provided herein who were chief war- 
rant officers in the permanent Navy on July 1, 1917, 
and were not given such temporary appointments as of 
that date because of age restriction or ill health, shall 
take rank and precedence with the other chief warrant 
officers temporarily appointed as of July 1, 1917, and 
according to their seniority as chief warrant officers in 
the permanent service. 

Temporary Promotion of Retired Warrant Officers.—~< 
Commissioned or warrant officeys of the Navy, Marine 
» or the Coast Guard, on the retired list, while 

ing active duty according to law, may be tempo- 


rarily advanced and commissioned not above rank of 
lieutenant commander or major, and receive active pay 
of such grade upon relief from active duty or within six 
months after the war, revert to retired grade and pay 
status, except as to longevity. 

Longevity for Retired Officers. — A_ retired officer 
whether or not employed on active duty shall receive lon- 
gevity pay according to his total service on the active list 
— his total period of active duty while on the retired 
ist, 7 

Naral Officers in Hydrographic: Office—The Senate 
amends the law so as to authorize the Secretary of the 
Navy to detail “such naval officers as may be necessary” 
to the Hydrographic Office. 

Sea Service and Promotion.—In exceptional cases 
where officers are specifically designated by the Secretary 
of the Navy ‘as performing such highly important duties 
on shore that their services cannot be spared . . . the 
qualification of two years’ service as a requisite to pro- 
motion shall not apply during the national emergency. 

Staff and Line, Marine Corps.—Prior to Jan. 1, 1920, 
permanent staff officers of Marine Corps may upon own 
application be reappointed in the line to rank they would 
have held if they had remained continuofsly in the line ; 
to be carried as additional numbers in grade; must per- 
form line duties for one year before being so reappointed 
in the line. 

Precedence, Permanent and Temporary Officers. —Ofi- 
cers of line and staff, Navy and Marine Corps, permanent 
appointments, shall take rank and precedence ahead of 
temporary appointees in same grades. 

Quarters for Submarine Officers —During the war, in 
such cases as may be approved by the Secretary of the 
Navy, the pay appropriation shall be available for the hire 
of quarters for officers attached to submarines when they 
are required to be on shore and Government quarters are 
not available. 

Navy Dental Corps.—The Senate adopts a committee 
amendment of the Naval Act of Aug. 29, 1916, fixing the 
strength and composition of the Navy Dental Corps. 
The strength of the Corps is to be one for each thousand 
officers and men in the Navy and Marine Corps, and the 
grades are to be from assistant dental surgeon to dental 
inspector, ranks from lieutenant (j.g.) to commander, 
and dental officers shall be eligible for advancement to 
pay and allowances of captain when their total active 
service as dental officers in the Navy is such that if 
rendered as officers of Naval Medical Corps it would 
place them in the list of medica? officers with rank, pay, 
and allowances of captain. 

Coast Guard Promotions.—The Senate includes as a 
part of the Naval bill the bill which has had favorable 
action in thes committees of both the Senate and the 
House as a separate measure, for the temporary promo 
tion of Coast Guard officers to rank and grade not above 
captain and captain of Engineers. 

Naval Militia and Naval Volunteers.—The Senate 
amends the paragraph that would transfer National Naval 
Volunteers automatically to the Naval Reserve. The 
Senate votes to authorize the President to transfer as a 
class all members of the N.N.V. to the class “the Naval 
Reserve.” “the Naval Reserve Flying Corps” or “the 
Marine Corps Reserve,” for general service in the con- 
firmed rank, grade or rating they now hold in the N.N.V., 
regardless of their being members of a state military 
force, and without examination and a new oath of office ; 
until transferred, N.N.V. members retain present status 
and title to pay. 

New York Waterfront Leases.—In leasing New York 
city waterfront for the Navy property improvements by 
the U.S. shall become the property of the lessor on expira- 
tion or renewal of the lease. 

Salvage Service—Salvage service may be rendered by 
any naval vessel authorized by the Secretary of the Navy, 
and for such service by vessels especiaMy equipped there- 
for, and by tugs, compensation may be collected. 

Contingencies Abroad.—Special allowance for mainte- 
nances to officers of the Navy serving abroad under un- 
usual conditions may be paid out of the Navy contingent 
fund. 

Damages from Naval Aircraft—Claims allowed for 
damages to private property by naval aircraft shall be 
payable from the Aviation appropriation. 

Patent Rights ——Compensation for use of an invention 
patented in the United States and used or manufactured 
by the Government without license of the owner, is to be 
determined by suit in the Court of Claims. 

Accountability of Disbursing Officers.—In case of loss 
of funds, vouchers, records or papers in charge of dis- 
bursing officers, when such loss occurs in line of duty and 
without fault or negligence of the officers referred to, 
they shall be relieved of responsibility by the accounting 
officers of the Treasury. 

Pay Clerks Marine Corps.—The title of clerks for as- 
sistant paymasters, Marine Corps, is charged to pay 
clerk. 

Retired Enlisted Men on Active Service—Any en- 
listed man of the Navy or Marine Corps upon the retired 
list ordered into active service since April 6, 1917, or 
hereafter ordered into active service, shall be eligible for 
promotion and he shall be entitled to pay and benefits of 
continuous service of such rank and for such length of 
time as employed in active service, and when relieved of 
active service retain upon retired list rank and ser- 
vice held at time of such relief, with pay and allow- 
ances of such rank on retired list; and accounting offi- 
cers are directed to allow in accounts of any enlisted man 
of Navy or Marine Corps who resigned from retired list 
in order to re-enlist for appointment in a higher grade, 
same continuous service pay and benefits of such rank 
to which he may have been appointed upon re-enlistment, 
as if his service had been continuous, and any difference 
in pay from date of re-enlistment shall be credited to his 
account. 
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ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL, 


The Army Appropriation bill is ready for report on 
May 25, with appropriations totaling over $9,500,000,000 
and authorizations of $2,500,000,000 additional, a grand 
total of about $12,500,000,000. 

The House Military Committee has agreed to give the 
President authority to raise an Army of practically un- 
limited size. The committee unanimously adopted the 
language proposed by Secretary Baker and assured him 
that if a point of order should be made against its adop- 
tion by the House a special rule would be obtained to 
force its passage as part of the Army bill. 

The text of the provision‘ which Secretary Baker sug- 
aoe a incorporated in the bill to be reported May 28 
reads: 

“The President is hereby authorized to draft, sub-

all acts amendatory thereto, as many men, from year to 
year, as can be equipped, trained, and used during each " 
fiscal year until the successful termination of the war- 
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Measures that Become Law. 


The President has signed the following bills: 

On May 9, H.R. 3132, to amend the naturalization laws 
and to repeal certain sections of the Revised Statutes 
of the United States and other jaws relating to natural- 
ization. 

On May 14, 8S. 3402, an act to fix the age limits for 
candidates for admission to the U.S. Naval Academy. _ 

On May 16, H.R. 10265, an act to authorize the Presi- 
dent to provide housing for war needs; and S.J. Res. 123, 
providing for the calling into military service of certain 
classes of persons registered and liable for military ser- 
vice under the terms of the Act of May 18, 1917. 

On April 21, the Sedition bill, H.R. 8753, giving the 
Government wide powers to punish disloyal acts and 
utterances. 


SENATE ACTION ON BILLS. 
Senate Passes Military Academy Bill. 

The Senate on May 23 passed the Military Academy ~* 
Appropriation bill, H.R. 11185, appropriating $2,289,000. 
A provision is added increasing the pay of cadets from 
$600 to $780 per annum. 

Acceptance of Decorations. 

The Senate on May 20 passed S.J. Res. 143, aythoriz- 
ing the acceptance by men:bers of the military or naval 
forces of the United States of decorations from the govern- 
ment of any of the countries concurrently engaged with 
the United States in the prosecution of the present war 
and the issuance by the United States of decorations to 
members of the military and naval forces of said coun- 
tries. As passed the joint resolution reads: 

That any and ail members of the military or naval forces 
of the United States serving in the present,war be, and they 
hereby are, permitted and authorized to accept, during the 
present war or within one year thereafter, from the govern- 
ment of any of the countries engaged in war with any country 
with which the United States is, or shall be, concurrently 
likewise engaged in war, such decorations, when tendered, as 
are conferred by such government upon the members of its 
own military and naval forces; and the consent of Congress 
required therefor by clause 8 of section 9 of Article I. of the 
Constitution is hereby expressly granted: Provided, That any 
officer or enlisted man of the military or naval forces of the 
United States is hereby authorized to accept and wear any 
medal or decoration heretofore bestowed by the government 
of any of the nations concurrently engaged with the United 
States in the present war. 

Sec. 2. That the President is authorized, under regulations 
to be prescribed by him, to confer such medals and decora 
tions as may be authorized in the military and naval services 
of the United States upon officers and enlisted men of the 
military and naval forces of the countries concurrently en- 
gaged with the United States in the present war 

Other Bills Passed by the Senate. 

The Senate on May 20 passed the Rivers and Har- 
bors bill, carrying $21,572,000, and limited to work 
essential during the war. The Senate increased the total 
by $2,344,000 and the bill is now in conference. 

The Senate on May 20 passed the bili 8. 398, relating 
to the deposit of copyrighted books upon medical and 
alljed subjects, one copy each to be deposited in the Sur- 
geon General's library. 

The Senate on May 20 passed S. 4498, to amend Sec- 
tion 13, of the Selective Service Act, by making more 
stringent the law for the protection of morals at mili- 
tary camps. 

The Senate on May 21 passed S. 3125, for relief of cer- 
tain enlisted men who lost money by reason of defalca- 
tions of a former paymaster’s clerk, T. N. Carter. 

The Senate on May 21 passed S. 3945, to authorize the 
President to appoint, by and with the advice of Senate, 
Fred H. Gallup, formerly a captain of Field Artillery, 
whose nomination as major of Field Artillery was con- 
firmed by the Senate in June, 1916, a major of Field Ar- 
tillery, to take rank at foot of list of majors of Field 
Artillery. 


Stoppage of Pay, Navy and Marines. 


The Senate on May 16 passed 8S. 3405, amending the 
law relating to stoppage of pay in the Navy and Marine 
Corps on account of absence from duty on account of 
injury, sickness, or disease resulting from own intem- 
perate use of drugs or alcoholic liquors, or other miscon- 
duct, and providing that an enlistment shall not be re- 
garded as complete until the enlisted man shall have made 
good any time in excess of one day lost en account of 
injury, sickness, or disease resulting from his own in- 
temperate use of drugs or alcoholic liquors or other mis- 
conduct. 


Reimbursements for Lost Property. 

The Senate on May 18 passed S.J. Res. 134, to reim- 
burse soldiers and officers for uniforms and equipment 
lost on board the Tuscania Feb. 5, 1918, and in other 
like cases. It authorizes the President to pay out of the 
annual Army appropriation for clothing, camp, and gar- 
rison equipage to each of the officers who lost uniforms 
and equipment through the sinking by submarine of the 
steamship Tuscania, and to others who may hereafter lose 
clothing and equipage in the same manner, a sum equal 
in value to the clothing and equipment lost, and not to 
exceed $400; and to issue to soldiers the necessary cloth- 
ing and equipment to replace that lost by those who suf- 
fered or may hereafter suffer in the same manner, pro- 
vided that acceptance of any amount hereunder shall 
c@ nstitute a final determination vf all claims cognizable 
under this resolution or any act of Congress, and such 
claims shall not thereafter be reopened or considered. 


Pay and Commutation, Army Field Clerks. 


The Senate on May 20 passed S. 4451, to provide for 
allowances for and minimum pay of Army field clerks, 
to provide for increased pay to Army field clerks for ser- 
vice beyond the continental limits of the United States, 
and to provide quarters or commutation thereof to Army 
field clerks, in certain cases. The bill reads: 

Be it enacted, etc., That hereafter Army field clerks shal! 
have the same allowances and benefits as heretofore allowed 
by law to pay clerks, Q.M. Corps: Provided, however, That 
the minimum or entrance pay, exclusive of said allowances, of 
said Army field clerks shall be $1,200 per annum: And pro- 
vided further, That Army field clerks shall receive the same 
increase of pay for service beyond the continental limits of 
the United States as is now allowed by law to commissioned 
officers of the Army. 

Sec. 2. That during the present emergency every Army 
field clerk while on active duty in the field or on active duty 
without the territorial jurisdiction of the United States, whe 
maintains a place of abode for a wife, child, or dependenf 
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parent, shall be furnished at the place where he maintains 
such Bg of abode, without regard to persona] quarters fur- 
nished him elsewhere, the number of rooms heretofcre allowed 
by law to pay clerks, Q.M. Corps, to be occupied by, and 
only so long as occupied by, said wife, child, or dependent 
parent; and in case such quarters are not available every 
such Army field clerk shall be paid commutation thereof and 
commutation for heat and light at the rate authorized by law 
in cases where public quarters are not available: Provided, 
That nothing in this act shall be so construed as to reduce 
the allowances now authorized by law for any person in the 
Army. 


Acceptance of Gifis. 


The Senate on May 15 passed, without amendment, 8. 
4477, authorizing certain persons formerly connected with 
the American Embassy at Berlin to accept pieces of plate 
presented tc them by the British government in recog- 
nition of services rendered by the Embassy while in 
charge of British interests. Passage of the bill had been 
recommended by the President and by the Department of 
State. The following persons are authorized to accept 
the gifts: Mr. Joseph C. Grew, counselor; Messrs. Hugh 
R. Wilson, Albert B. Ruddock, Alexander C. Kirk, L. 
Lanier Winslow, Lithgow Osborne, Oliver B. Harriman, 
Robert M. Scotten and Charles H. Russell, jr., secre- 
taries of embassy ; Brig. Gen. Joseph E. Kuhn and Major 
George T. Langhorne, U.S.A.; Lieut. Col. C. L. Fur- 
bush, M.C., N.A.; Major Albert H. Roler, M.R.C.;

IN THE HOUSE. 
War Risk Insurance. 


Passing S. 4482, to amend various sections of. the 
War Risk Insurance Act, the House adopts as a sub- 
stitute the text of its own bill H.R. 12037, which con- 
tains most of the provisions of H.R. 11659, printed on 
page 1396, our issue of May 11, and adds the Senate 
provisions limiting the men who are to make compulsory 
allotments and fixing the amount of compulsory allot- 
ment at the definite figure of $15 per month. 


Vocational Rehabilitation. 


The bill H.R. 11367, passed by the House May 16, ap- 
propriates the funds and provides the administrative 
machinery for carrying into effect the “vocational re- 
habilitation and return to civil employment of disabled 
persons discharged from the military or naval forces of 


the United States,” authorized by Section 304, War 
Risk Insurance Act of Oct. 6, 1917, which section of the 
Insurance Act is repealed by the new bill. Section 2 of 
the bill H.R. 11367 provides for the rehabilitation of any 
person who is unable to resume his former occupation 
or to enter upon some new one; limits the benefits to 
persons who, after discharge, were entitled to compensa- 
tion under the War Risk Insurance Act; and secures to 
the invalided soldier, while in training, the rate of pay 


received the last month before his discharge. Section 3 
includes those disabled soldiers who are able to resume 
their former occupations or to enter some new one. Sec- 
tion 4 fixes the duties of the Federal Vocational Board, 
which is made the agency to carry out the work. Sec- 
tion 5 provides for the control by the Army and Navy 
over the disabled soldier during the period of -his func- 
tional rehabilitation. Section 6 authorizes the Federal 
Board for Vocational Rehabilitation to accept on condi- 
tional bequests to a “special fund for vocational rehabili- 
tion.” Section 7 provides the necessary appropriation, 
which amounts to $2,000,000. 


Old Longevity Claims. 


The bill H.R. 11626, for the payment of longevity 
claims stopped by the Comptroller during the period from 
1890 to 1908, was reported in the House on May 15, 
amended only in one particular, and thaf is to allow the 
payment of claims “if made by any person who is an 
assignee of such claim.” This bill has been before many 
succeeding Congresses and the earnest hope is expressed 
that at last these claims for credit on account of cadet 
service at West Point, that have been sustained by the 
highest court, shall be paid. The commitee report says: 
“The age of these claims should not stand against them. 
In fact, to deny them now, is to penalize those who were 
vigilant, for it is these claims which were presented and 
disallowed by an unjust ruling. This wrong should be 
righted. It is unfair to pay some and not pay all. This 
bill is intended to wipe out the wrong and remove a 
gross injustice.” 

Post Gardens. 


The Secretary of War submits a tentative draft of a 
provision of legislation “Provided, That so much of the 
Act of July 16, 1892, as provides that hereafter no 
money appropriated for the support of the Army shall be 
expended for post gardens is hereby repealed.” 
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BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 
S. Res. 245, Mr. Gallinger.—Resolved, That the Committee 
on Military Affairs is hereby directed to inquire into and re- 
port on the advisability of melting the statue of Frederick the 


Great, recently removed from the grounds of the War College, 
and converting the metal into munitions of war. 








8. 4544, Mr. New.—To amend National Defense Act, pro- 
viding for a Construction Corps in the Regular Army, with 
one chief of construction, rank of major general; ten colonels, 
ten lieutenant colonels, sixty majors, 240 captains, 120 first 
lieutenants and 120 second lieutenants. The total enlisted 
strength of the Construction Corps and number in each grade 
shall be limited and fixed from time to time by the President, 
and shall consist of construction sergeants, senior grade; con- 
struction sergeants; sergeants, first class; sergeants; corporals; 
cooks; privates, first clas8, and privates. Of the commissioned 
personnel for the Regular Army provided for the Construction 
Corps at least two-thirds thereof, if possible, shall be appointed 
from officers now serving in the Construction Division in the 
Same grades now held by such appointees. 

8. 4557, Mr. Smith, of Georgia—-To provide for vocational 
rehabilitation and return to civil employment of disabled per-

H.R. 12191, Mr. Huddleston.—To provide for free carriage 
of first-class mail matter to and from persons in the Army 
and Navy of the United States. ; ers

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“service medals and Navy crosses. 
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AIRPLANE MAIL SERVICE INAUGURATED. 


With the exception of three interruptions caused by 
mechanical troubles and a storm the daily airplane mail 
service between Washington, D.C., and New York city 
that was inaugurated by Postmaster General Burleson 
on May 15 has been a signal success. The average time 
of the trip between the two cities, with one relay at 
Philadelphia, has been a liitle more than three hours. 
On the first trip from Washingt... the propeller biade 
of the plane driven by Lieut. George I. Boyle, S.R.C., 
was broken and he was compelled to return to his start- 
ing place. The 3,300 letters weighing 140 pounds were 
sent by train to Philadelphia and from there carried by 
the relay plane to Belmont Park, L.I., the New York 
station of the route. Lieut. Torrey H. Webb, S.R.C., 
drove the airplane from- New York to Philadelphia cn 
the first trip from that city, carrying 2,457 pieces of 
mail. Lieut. James Edgerton, S.R.C., relaye: him at 
Philadelphia, the transfer taking six minutes end the 
time of the whole run three hours and fifteen minutes. 
As a result of an electrical disturbance, accompanied by 
rain and high winds, on May 21, Lieutenant Bonsal was 
compelled to return to his starting point, Belmont Park, 
the mail being sent on by train. As a result of this ex- 
perience the Post Office Department announced on the 
same day that two of the most powerful type of Liberty 
engines would be installed in the mail planes before the 
end of the week, with a view to making the planes bet- 
ter fitted to fly against strong iead winds. . 
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TESTING MOTOR TRUCKS. 


A board of officers is conducting a series of tests of 
motor vehicles for Army use. Its members are: Col. 
Lucian B. Moody, Ord. Dept., N.A.; Lieut. Col. Edwin 
S. George, Sig. Corps; Lieut. Col. James W. Furlow, 
Q.M.C.; Lieut. Col. Webster A. Capron, Ord. Dept., 
N.A.; Lieut. Col. A. Owen Seaman, G.S.} Major Benja- 
min F. Miller, Q.M.C.; Major Walter T. Fishleigh, San. 
Corps, N.A.; and Major Lorimer D. Miller, Engrs., N.A.; 
Lieutenant Colonel-Furlow being added to the board for 
duty during absence of Major B. F. Miller. 

These tests have been going-on for several days and 
probably will not be completed before June 15. They 
are taking place in the neighborhood of Washington on 
the roads of Virginia and Maryland, where almost every 
type of road is to be found. The tests were brought 
about for the purpose of approximating the quality of 
various type of trucks needed for Army purposes and to 
make a scientific comparison of the standardized trucks 
which were designed by the Board of Automotive Bx- 
perts, who worked with the former Motor Transport 
Service of the Quartermaster Corps, and the trucks 
manufactured by some of the principal manufacturers 
of motor vehicles. The manufacturers have asserted 
that the machines produced in their factories are better 
fitted for Government work than those that were de- 
signed by the Board of Automotive Experts. 

The Government has not abandoned any of its plans 
for producing standardized trucks of any of the three 
classes which were designed by the motor experts. There 
is no intention to use any trucks of the 3-5-ton type 
other than those known as “The Liberty Truck -B,” 
which is now being produced in quantity and ahead of 
schedule. The heavier trucks and the lighter trucks of 
the “A” and the “C” types have, however, ‘not been pro- 
duced in quantity and the manufacturers hope through 
the present tests to induce the War Department to pa- 
tronize the various producers and discontinue the plan 
to standardize all Army motor vehicles. No intima- 
tion has been given out regarding the results of the tests 
that have been made so far and none will be made until 
the completion of the work of the board. It may, how- 
ever, be stated that the newspaper report to the effect 
that purchases of trucks of the very heavy and of the 
light type have been made is not true and future pur- 
chases of trucks will depend upon the findings of the 
present board. The Liberty B truck, several thousands 
of which are now in use, has met every requirement of 
the Government and these trucks are being used in al- 
most every section of the United States for Army work. 
It is believed that quantity production will be continued 
when the present order for 10,000 is completed. 


Motor Transport Service. 

Col. Frederick Glover, Q.M.C., N.A., has been selected 
as chief of the Motor Transport Service and will relieve 
Col. C. B. Drake, who will receive another assignment. 
There has been much speculation regarding the choice 
of the chief for this service, which was only organized 
recently and which, with minor exceptions, has charge 
of all manufacture, purchase and maintenance of motor 
vehicles in the Army. Colonel Glover is from Rockford, 
Ill., and in civil life he is vice president of the Emerson- 
Brantingham Company, manufacturers of agricultural 
implements. He was appointed a major in the Ordnance 
Department in 1918 and was transferred to the Quarter- 
master Corps and promoted to the grade of colonel when 
he was selected for the position of chief of the Motor 
Transport Service. 
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PRAISE FOR CAMP SHERMAN MEDICAL CORPS 


The Secretary of War has received a report from C. 
F. Hoover, M.D., of Cleveland, on a personal investiga- 
tion of the medical organization and base hospital at 
Camp Sherman, Chillicothe, Ohio. This report, made 
originally to James R. Garfield, of the Cleveland branch 
of the American Red Cross, was later submitted to Sur- 
geon General Gorgas. Dr. Hoover described the per- 
sonnel of officers in charge of the Camp Sherman base 
hospital, and added: 

“As hospital organizations stand to-day in war time, I 
can truthfully say there is not a hospital in my home 
city so well or so efficiently organized as the base hos- 
pital at Chillicothe, and I do not believe there is a 
hospital in the state which is its equal. Very few men 
among the troops at Chillicothe could possibly have as 
good care at home as they have in camp. I am sure 
that if I were ill there is no place in Ohio where I would 
feel more secure in the professional services I should 
receive than at the base hospital at Camp Sherman. 

“There is much which could be said in praise of the 
organization and executive work of the two Regular 
Army officers, Lieut. Cols. Wallace DeWitt and Edward 
G. Huber. But what the people of the state and this 
vicinity wish to know is whether the boys in camp are 
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superior excellence and it gives me great pleasure to hay 


the opportunity to pay some tribute to the devoted ser- e 
vice and ability of the men who are responsible for the. - 


medical service of the camp. ‘When one learns that 
owing to the work of the Medical Corps, typhoid fever 
is negligible and only a few deaths: have occurred from 
meningitis, and that diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles 
and pneumonia have claimed so few victims out of this 
large aggregation of men living in. close contact, the 
people of the state should feel they owe a great debt to 
the Medical Corps of the camp, and should resent any 
idle or pernicious criticism which is directed against 
the Service.”

~ SHIPS ENOUGH TO CARRY MILLIONS OF MEN. 


The honorary degree of Doctor of Laws was conferred 
on Secretary of the Navy Daniels by Rutgers College 
at New Brunswick, N.J., on May 21 at the 152d an- 
nual commencement of that institution. In the course 
of a speech made at the alumni dinner on the same day 
Mr. Daniels congratulated New Brunswick on having 
“given to the American Navy in its hour of supreme 
need a commander whose name makes his deeds compare 
with the stars. I refer, of course, to Lieut. Comdr. Ar- 
thur S. Carpenter of the Fanning, an officer typical of 
the Navy, the story of whose judgment; valor and cour- 
age will be, when we come to write the story of these 
days of strife, one of the most .illuminating and. inspir- 
ing pages. In all our wars our Navy has played a glori- 
ous part from the time of John Paul Jones until Car- 
penter captured the first Germans taken by Americans 
and went out after more, and he will capture more before 
the war is over.” 

Mr. Daniels continued: “Almost every day in, my 
official capacity I ain now called upon to give a-name to 
a ship, and we are going to get them out faster. We 
are going to get out the greatest naval ships produced 
the destroyers on which men do not sleep for days and 
do not eat except standing up. I haye knowledge of one 
destroyer which convoyed 177 ships safely. Admiral 
Sims, when he came upon this particular destroyer in a 
harbor, expecting to find the boys tired of their duty, 
found them fresh and asking no questions except ‘Ad- 
miral, where do we go next? Our men are receiving 
commendatory remarks from every side, from the French, 
the British and the Italians. The only obstacle in the 
way of America’s participation in this war is tonnage. 
lf we had had the vision, years ago, to have a merchant 
marine, we would not have been so handicapped at the 
outbreak of the war. Out of this war we must learn 
that our commerce must never again be carried in foreign 
bottoms. The great drive of 4he Prussians a month ago 
was made because the German Emperor well knows that 
when America gets enough ships to carry over her forces 
the end has come. We are building ships, but we.cannot 
build them in a day. When this war began we had only 
a handful; so long had we depended on the construction 
on foreign shores. But America can do anything, and 
before another summer we will have enough ships to 
carry not only a million but millions to France, and 
enough destroyers to carry them there in safety.” 

The Secretary said that tae President and Congress 
have called men to the colors from twenty-one to thirty- 
one years of age. He added: “Young men in college 
from eighteen to twenty-one should stay in college until 
they reached the latter age. The day may come when, 
if necessary, Congress may change the age limit because 
men from twenty-one to thirty-one cannot win the war. 
Then we will call on the men from eighteen to sixty.” 
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ARMY TO HANDLE A. E. F. MAIL. 
The Postmaster General and the Secretary of War 
have reached an agreement in regard to handling the mail 
to the members of the American Expeditionary Force in 





France. In making this announcement the Official Bul- 
letin adds: 
“The American military authorities in France 


charged with responsibility for the conduct of operations 
contended that it would not be in the interest of the 
Service to disclose to the postal authorities the location 
and movements of the troops. It is not for the postal 
authorities to question the wisdom of this decision. 
But the postal authorities, of course, would not be able 
to effect a prompt and proper delivery of mail to the 
troops without being constantly and quickly advised as to 
the location and the movements of the men. 

“The military authorities, in conference held on the 
subject, adhered to their position, and the Post Office 
Department therefore insisted that, under the circum- 
stances, the military authorities should take over the 
delivery of the mail and its collection from the soldiers 
in France. Accordingly, an agreement was reached that 
the Post Office Department will deliver the mail to the 
mititary authorities at the port of embarkation in this 
country, and r@ceive it from them at a port in France 
for dispatch to the United States. The Post Office De- 
partment has offered to furnish to the military authori- 
ties all the trained postal men that the Army may re- 
quire to make the service a success. 

“The domestic money order service to the troops will 
continue under the direction of the Post Office Depart- 
ment in France so long as it will be possible to operate 
same without restrictions by the military authorities, a 
condition necessary for the proper safeguarding of pos- 
tal funds.” 

Handling Army Mail in France. 


Following the announcement of Postmaster General 
Burleson that the War Department has taken over the 
delivery of mail and its collection from the American Bx- 
peditionary Force, Secretary of War Baker said on May 
21 that the question was one which has been under con- 
sideration for some time, that he had investigated the 
situation while he was in France, and that the new plan 
has the hearty approval of the War Department. He be- 
lieves that it will work out with satisfaction to both 
departments. . ° 

Mr. Baker stated that there has been at all times 
hearty co-operation between the two departments and the 
difficulties which have been encountered and the serious 
delays of mail for soldiers in France could not be attrib- 
uted to any failure on the part of the Post Office Depart- 
ment, but were directly due t+ war conditions and diffi- 
culties in traffic, and to the ent as well as 
movements of troop units, which at times prevented 
prompt notification being sent to the Post Office De 
ment of a sudden change of location of troops. 
has also been some trouble, the Secretary said, in 























































































































ing cars for transmission of mail, and delivery has at 
times been delayed the transfer of individual officers 
and men from one to another. 

Hereafter it is the intention of the War Department to 
send mail for troops with the supplies intended for them, 
and as supplies are sent to a unit the mail for that unit 
will be sent with them. The mail for the American Ex- 
oe? Force will be distributed to units from the 

eadquarters for Supplies, which is not located in Paris, 
but in another French city. 

Mr. Baker spoke in the most complimentary terms of 
the work of the post office empleyees in France and de- 
clared that the conditions which bad caused the delays 
and resulted in criticism were not such as can be charge- 
able against the Post Office Department, but were trace- 
able in every instance te war conditions. 
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ABMY AIRPLANE EXPENDITURES. 

The facts as to the expenditures of the Aviation Sec- 
tion of the Signal Corps in the fiscal year 1918 up to 
April 20 were presented in Congress “for the informa- 
tion of the Senate and public” by Senator Thomas on 
May 10. The statement, which is reproduced in the 
Congressional Record of that date, was prepared by 
Major S. EB. Wollf, 8.C., in charge of the Finance De- 
partment, and includes a complete and detailed report 
of all appropriations including an allotment to the Sig- 
nal Corps from the Navy Department and “other aero- 
nautical appropriations and allotments, including avia- 
tion seacoast defenses at home, Hawaii, Philippines and 
Tl’anama, made prior to July 24, 1917.” The grand total 
of all these approprations is $749,886,052.68, while the 
cash disbursements up to April 30 make a grand total 
of $316.517,816.56. It has been generally stated in the 
charges made in the newspapers as to the expenditures 
of the Signal Corps that “a billion dollars have been 
spent for airplanes.” Major Wolff's statement shows 
that for the Equipment Division, “including airplanes. 
engines and their spare parts, transport, general equip- 
ment, special clothing, ordnance and ammunition and 
acquisition of plants,” the total cash disbursements hare 
been $163,116,749.48. The total amount of appropria- 
tion or allotment for the Equipment Division was $524,- 
618,440. 
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Magine Corps Promotions Cominc. 

Under the provisions of the Naval Appropriation bill 
which provide for a large increase in the Marine Corps 
personnel mapvy promotions are to be expected, and there 
is no doubt that the conferees will accept the Senate 
amendment creating the grade of lieutenant general and 
that this rank will be given to Major General Barnett. 
now Commandant of the eorps. There is little doubt 
that Brig. Gen. John A. Lejeune will become a major 
general, but there is some speculation as to the selection 
for the second major general's commission which is pro- 
vided for. Brig. Gens. L. W. T. Waller and Eli K. Cole 
are undoubtedly in line and under consideration for the 
new commission. It is also believ:d probable that the 
department chiefs now in office will be retained and will 
receive the advanced grade provided for in the bill. The 
new colonels required for the increased corps will go far 
down in the present list of lieutenant colonels, and pro- 
vision will be made for the promotion of a large number 
of warrant officers to commissioned grade. While there 
has never been any serious doubt about the passage of 
the bill there was at times a feeling of uncertainty which 
has been relieved and there is an aiy of expectancy as 
well as enthusiasm in evidence at marine headquarters 
since the passage of the bill by the Senate.

Turetnes Keer rok NAvy. 

The Navy Department has refused to turn over to the 
U.S. Shipping Board any of its facilities for the produc- 
tion of turbines for destroyers which have been built up 
at a cost of upwards of $2,000,600. Seeretary Daniels 
mace this announcement on May 18 after he had a con- 
ference with Major Gen. George W. Goethals, Director 
of Vurchases, Storage and Traffic of the Army, in the 
course of which General Goethals asked Mr. Daniels 
for the release of some of these turbine-making facilities 
so they might be used for making turbines for trans- 
ports and other ships. Mr. Daniels said: “As turning 
them over would delay completion of our destroyers, 
told General Goethals that 1 could not agree and would 
consider it a mistake to do so.” Mr. Daniels said that 
other facilities for manufacturing turbines would be at 
the disposal of the Shipping Board later. He said that 
the need of destroyers in his opinion was paramount 
now, and that he could not delay their construction a 
single minute. “The safe conduct of the transports is 
the supreme duty of the Navy.” he added, “and we need 
all the destroyers we can get and as soon as we can get 
them.” 
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Mitirary ACADEMY APPROPRIATIONS 

The the Military Academy bill on 
May 25, not only raised the pay of the cadets from $600 
to $780 per annum, but also increased the ration sixty- 
seven per cent. above the Army rations. The bill adds 
$600 to pay of captains commanding battalions and pay 
of some special instructors and employees; provides 
$500,000 for enlargement of buildings and barracks to 
accommodate incoming increment of cadets. The Senate 
added an amendment that uniforms, accouterment and 
equipment for officers of Army and Navy, including 
Militia and naval cadets are to be issued at cost by the 
Gevernment, and that they shall be the same in quality 
and price for all officers of the same rank. The bill now 
goes to conference. 
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A READJUSTMENT OF RANK IN THE Navy. 

Under a readjustment of rank a number of officers of 
Medical and Pay Corps of the Navy have been advanced 
to a higher rank as well as grade. All medical officers 
of the grade of surgeon will hereafter have the rank 
of lieutenant commander; all passed assistant surgeons 
will have the rank of lieutenant (J.G.) and ensign. In 
will have the rank of lieutenant (J.G.) and ensigns. In 
the Department of Supplies and Accounts paymasters 
will have the rank of lieutenant commander, passed as- 
sistant paymaster of lieutenant, and assistant paymaster 
of lieutenant (J.G.) and ensign. About fifty officers in 
the two corps are affected by the advance.

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NOTES OF OUR FORCES ABROAD. 
Tobacco Made Part of A.L.F. Ration. 


Tobacco, which heretofore has been purchased by the 
soldiers or issued by the Red Cross and ether agencies, 
will be made a part of the regular ratiens of the A.E.F., 
says a despatch from headquarters in France on May 22. 
On the recommerdation of General Pershing, the War 
Department has decided upon this action. As svon as the 
new @rder goes into effect, which wil! be iu a few days, 
there will be issued daily to each soldier four-tenths of an 
ounce of smoking tobacco and ten cigarette papers. Cer- 
tain other articles may be substituted. Shipments of to- 
baeco to the American troops abroad already have gone 
forward, War Department officials said in Washington 
on the same day. Extensive purchases have been made 
to insure a steady supply. Details of the distribution 
have been left to the Quartermaster forees in Franee. 
The men draw their new ration in cigarette tobacco and 
papers, for plug tobacco for chewing or fur use in pipes 
or cigarettes. Where ready-made cigarettes are drawn 
daily allowance will be four cigarettes. One effect of 
making tebacco a part of the regular ration is to insure 
its delivery promptly to the men no matter where they 
may be. In taking this action the War Department ebli- 
gates itself to get smoking materials to the troops as it 
already was obligated to feed them in every emergency. 

Our Forces Third in Trench Mileage. 

Members of the Senate Committce on Military Affairs 
attending the conference with the War Council on May 
18 were informed that the increments to the American 
Expeditionary Foree in France in the preceding fortnight 
had brought the trench mileage held by the Americans to 
the highest point yet known and served to place our 
forces third numerically in the mileage along the French 
front, the French coming first, the British second, the 
Americans third and the Belgians fourth. Secretary 
Baker told the Senators he was delighted to learn that 
from new on the question of transportation in France 
would be greatly simplified. He said that 100,000 horses 
hed been purchased in France for use of the A.E.F. 
transport service. 

An Unconfirmed Report. 

A dispatch sent out by the lnternational News Service 
which appeared in the daily papers of May 21 said: 
“America’s first field army—approximately 200,000 men 

has been formed in France. It is understood to con- 
sist of two army corps of three divisions each, with Col. 
A. W. Bijornstad as chief of staff. Major Gen. Hunter 
Liggett is understood to command ene of the army 
corps.” No information confirming this has been re- 
ceived at the War Department, and it was learned that 
Secretary Baker had received no advices from General 
Pershing as to the formation of a field army. The mar- 
ter was under consideration wehn he was in France, 
however, with the possibility that there might be changes 
in the number of divisions to be used in the formation 
of corps and ficld armies, and that General Pershing 
might organize corps and armies with a lesser number of 
divisions than heretofore. General Liggeit was one of 
the general officers who was being consulted with refer- 
ence to the new organizations, but the War Department 
has not been advised that the command referred to in 
dispatch has been conferred upon him. 

Distinguished Service. 

Col. John N. Hodges, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., on 
duty in France, has been awarded the Distinguished 
Service Order by Great Britain, as a result of the gal- 
lantry of his command, who quickly turned combatants 
in opposing the German advance during the fighting in 
France from March 27 to April 3, 1918, during the great 
German offensive. The wark of Colonel Hodges and 
his men drew a highly complimentary letter from Gen- 
eral Rawlinson of the British army. It is understood 
that Colonel Hodges is the first American to get the D. 
S.Q. since America entered the war. 

Among the citations printed on May 19 is that of the 
late Edmond C. Genet, corporal in the Lafayette Esca- 
drille, who was killed near Ham in April, 1917. The 
citation says: “He was an American citizen and enlisted 
for the duration of the war. He was a courageous and 
devoted pilot. He died gloriously on April 16, 1917. In 
expressing his last .wishes, he concluded: ‘Vive la Franee 
toujours !’”’ 

Major Ralph Royce, Signal Corps, U.S.A., who has 
been decorated with the French War Cross for gallantry 
in action in France, was the first U.S. Army aviator to 
aecomplish a reconnaissance flight over the enemy lines. 
He was cspecially mentioned in the citation for the sue- 
cessful direction of the air squadron he commands at the 
front. Major Royee was born in Michigan June 28, 
18M), and is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1914, 
when he was assigned to the 26th Infantry. 

The U.S. Army and Navy baseball season was opened 
in London on May 18 with a game between teams repre- 
senting the two Services, the score being Army 7, Navy 6. 
Vice Admiral Sims threw out the first ball. The umpire 
was Arlie Latham, the former New York Giant star. It 
was the first baseball game ever played at the Arsenal 
Football Grounds at Highbury. The spectators included 
Admiral Palmer of the British navy, Capt. William 
Archer Redmond, son of the late John Redmond, and 
many Londoners, who saw baseball played for the first 
time. Londoners were much amused by the American 
baseball slang. A league has been formed with three 
teams from the American Army and one from the Navy, 
an international rivalry being attained by an equal num- 
ber of teams from the London headquarters. 








CASUALTIES ABROAD. 

Vice Admiral William S. Sims, U.S.N., reported in 
dispatches received by the Navy Department May 22 that 
one engineer officer and two men of the engineer force of 
the American tanker William Rockefeller were killed 
when the vessel was torpedoed by a German submarine 
on May 18. Eleven officers and sixty-one of the crew 
have been landed. None of them was seriously injured. 

Capt. James Norman Hall, 8.0.R.C., of Colfax, Iowa, 
who bas been missing since May 7, is wounded and a 
prisoner in a German hospital. Captain Hall disap- 
peared after an aerial engagement over the German lines, 

Capt. Charles J. Biddle, of Andalusia, Pa., chief of a 
patrol of the Lafayette Squadron, who recently was re- 
ported lost after a fight with Germans, was found on 
May 20 by French scouts in No Man’s land with a bullet 
wound through his leg. His machine was wrecked. He 
was brought to a rear hospital for treatment. Captain 
Biddle engaged a German machine a few days previously 
and was seen to plunge as though his machine had been 
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hit. Within a short distance of the ground he apparently 
righted his craft for a moment, but finally crashed.

Acting Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt announced on 
May 21 that a large seaplane, recently completed at the 
Naval Aircraft Factory, Philadelphia, flew from that 
city to Hampton Roads, Va., in three hours and fifteen 
minutes. The plane is equipped with two Liberty motors. 
On the flight to Hampton Roads it carried five pas- 
sengers, including the pilot.

At the launching of the new mine sweeper Heron at 
the Standard Shipbuilding Company's yard, Shooters 
Island, Miss Rundquist, daughter of Lieut. (J.G.) Karl 
Rundquist, U.S.N., christened the ship im consecration 
of its service to the country. 

The passenger steamer Eastland, of the Great Lakes, 
the excursion steamer which tipped over in the Chicago 
River on July 24, 1915, causing the loss of 900 lives, 
mostly women and children, has been converted into a 
gunboat, and now is in serviee on the Atlantic Ocean. 
The Eastland is now known as the U.S.S. Wilmette. 

The names of thirteen more members of crews of vari- 
ous vessels of the American Navy who are believed to 
have been lost wath the U.S. collier Cyclops were made 
public by the Navy Pepartment on May 22. The announce- 
ment was based on additional information just received 
by the Department indicating that these men were trans- 
ferred from other ships to the Cyclops as passengers and 
that they were presumably aboard the collier when she 
sailed on her last voyage. 

The body of David J. Deahy, seaman, first class, U.S. 
N.R.F., was found recently and identified by his father. 
It is presumed that Deahy was drowned at the time he 
disappeared from his ship last December. 

Brig. Gen. Charles A. Doyen, U.S.M.C., who recently 
returned from service in France was at Marine Corps 
headquarters in Washington, May 23, for consultation 
with Major General Barnett. He has not been assigned 
for duty in the United States, but will consult for a 
time with General Barnett regarding the conditions in 
the Brigade of Marines now in France, and discuss plans 
for future movement of marines to overseas duty. 
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A MUCH-CONVENED NAVY COURT. 
C.M.O. 16, March 4, 1918, Navy Dept., announces 
that Lieut. Christopher Culver, U.S.N.R.F., 
with disobeying the lawful order of his superior officer, 





charged 
and with conduet unbecoming an officer and gentleman, 
was found not guilty by a court-martial and 
quitted. The proceedings were then returned to the 
court for revision for the purpose of correcting irregu- 
larities in the record, and for the purpose of reconsider- 


was ac 


ing its findings on the second charge. 

The court reconvened on Jan. 3 and decided to adhere 
to its former findings. The proceedings were again re- 
turned to the court for revision, on Jan. 9. The court 
then made certain irreguiar changes in the record, but 
did not change its finding, and the proceedings were re- 
turned fo it a third time. The Department directed that 
the court reconvene for the purpose of reconsidering and 
properly recording its findings, and correcting its record 
in revision; and directed further that, in case the court 
adhered to its former conclusions, it spread upon the rec- 
ord its reasons for reaching the findings recorded. 

The court reconvened on Jan. 18 for a fourth time, re- 
voked its former findings, and substituted therefor find- 
ings to the same effect, properly recorded, but fasled to set 
forth its reasons therefor. The proceedings were again 
returned to the court on Jan. 26 for a reconsideration of 
its former action, and, if it adhered to its previous find- 
ings, to spread upon the record its reasons therefor. The 
court on Feb. 18 spread on the records that the reasons 
for its findings were to the effect that the credibility of 
one witness for the prosecution was shaken by proof of 
animus against the accused, and that another witness was 
discredited by the testimony of the accused. 

The Judge Advocate General on Feb. 27 disagreed 
with the court that the testimony of three witnesses 
should count for naught. He also said in part: ‘The 
court in adhering to its acquittal in this case, notwith- 
standing the evidence presented and the conclusive char- 
acter thereof having been twice brought to its attention, 
has, in my opinion, exhibited a tendency to condone an 
offense which it was bound to recognize and adjudge a 
commensurable punishment therefor, and by its action it 
has signally failed in performance of the duty dovolving 
upon it. In view of the above, I have to recommend that, 
subject to the comments made thereon, the proceedings 
and proceedings in revision in the case of Lieut. C. Cul- 
ver be approved, the findings and acquittal on Charge I 
and specification thereunder be approved, but that the 
findings and acquittal on Charge II and specifications 
thereunder be disapproved.” 

The Bureau of Navigation concurred in the endorse- 
ment of the J.A.G., and said it was unable to understand 
how the court arrived at its findings. Secretary Daniels 
coneurred with the views of the J.A.G. and the Bureau 
of Navigation, and directed that the accused be released 
from arrest and restored to duty.

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NAVY COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 

C.M.O. 19, March 9, 1918, Navy Department, an- 
nounces the acquittal of Ens. Frederick R. Bussler, U.S. 
N.R.F., of a charge before a G.C.M. of conduct unbecom- 
ing an officer and a gentleman. 

C.M.O. 24, March 18, 1918, Navy Department, an- 
nounces the acquittal of Lieut. (j.g.) Patrick 8. Farley, 
U.S.N.R.F., of a charge of scandalous conduct tending to 
the destruction of good morals. The Secretary of the 
Navy, as a separate and distinct action, directed that the 
above-named officer be disenrolled from the U.S. Naval 
Reserve Force. 

©.M.O. 25, March 22, 1918, Navy Department, pub- 
lishes the proceedings of the G.C.M. in the case of Boat- 
swain Fred H. Dodge, U.S.N.R.F., tried by G.C.M. 
aboard the U.S.S.S. Panther, in European waters. He 
was found guilty of absence from station and duty with- 
out leave and of breaking arrest. He was sentenced to be 
reduced to the rating of seaman, second class, and to be 
confined for a period of six months. The court in reyi- 
sion substituted its first sentence to one reducing Boat- 
swain Dodge to seaman second class, and to dishonorable 
discharge. The Judge Advocate General of the Navy was 
of the opinion that the finding of the second charge and 
the specification should be disapproved, which was con- 
curred in by the Seeretary of the Navy and President 
Wilson, who approved the rest of the sentence. 





C.M.O. 26, March 22, 1918, Navy Department, an- 
nounces that Capt. Richmond Bryant, U.S.M.C., was 
found guilty by G.C.M. of drunkenness on duty and 


scandalous conduct. He was sentenced to lose 200 num- 
bers in his grade and to be publicly reprimanded by the 
Secretary of the Navy. The proceedings were returned 
to the court for reconsidering its sentence, which in the 
opinion of the convening authority was not adequate to 
the offenses proved. The-court revoked its former sen- 
tence, and sentenced Captain Bryant to be dismissed the 
service. The sentence was approved by the Secretary of 
the Navy and the President. 

C.M.O. 27, March 22, 1918, Navy Department, an- 





nounces that Lieut. Howard H. J. Benson, U.S.N., was 
found guilty by a G.C.M, and found guilty of culpable 
inefficiency in the performance of duty, and, through 
negligence, of sucering a vessel of the Navy to 
stranded. He was sentenced to lose ten numbers in his 
grade. The members of the court were unanimous in 
their recommendation for clemency, basing such recom- 
mendation on the adverse weather conditions under 
which the vessel (the U.S.S. Guinevere) was being navi- 
gated and on the excellent reputation of the accused for 
careful, conscientious and painstaking performance of 
duty. In view of the recommendation, Secretary Daniels 
reduced the sentence to five numbers in his grade. 

C.M.O. 31, April 1, 1918, Navy Department, an- 
nounces the G.C.M. in the case of Ens. Charles A. Nel- 
son, U.S.N.R.F., who was found guilty of absence from 
station and duty without leave, and was sentenced to be 
dismissed. The court recommended clemency, as the ac- 
cused had already been punished by his C.O. by withhold- 
ing his pay for two months. 

The Navy Department did not concur in the opinion 
of the court that “absence without leave” is a charge of 
lesser degree than “breaking arrest,” and sent the pro- 
ceedings back to the court for revision. The court re- 
voked its former sentence and finding as to the third 
charge; substituted for the latter a finding of the speci- 
fication of the third charge “not proved,” and the accused 
“not guilty” of the third charge. and acquitted the ac- 
cused of that charge. This acquittal was approved by the 
Navy Department.

GOVERNORS ISLAND. 
Governors Island, N.Y.H., May 21, 1918. 

The post hospital is being used to capacity these days with 
the usual sick of the garrison, additional cases from the large 
number of men employed in public works, and from other 
posts, including Panama, and patients from France and the 
front generally. 

There arrived at Governors Island on May 20 a contingent 
of 107 Italians who had undergone remarkable experiences. 
They were originally in the beginning of the war in Austria, 
though of Italian birth, being citizens of the Trentino, 
Gorutzia and Trieste, representing Italia Irredenta. They were 
obliged to take up arms against Russia and were captured by 
the Russian forces in 1914 to 1917. After nearly three years 
of imprisonment their release was effected and they journeyed 
East through Siberia and China and were finally sent, through 
the efforts of the Italian mission, to San Francisco. Here their 
tattered garments were replaced by uniforms of our Army 
without insignia and they were sent to New York through the 
kindness of Italian influence and are now awaiting transporta- 
tion through the Italian Embassy to Italy. 

Some of these men in the hospital show the experiences 
they have undergone in battle and in the Russian prisons, in 
loss of limbs through freezing, blindness and severe gunshot 
wounds. The great majority, however, are in excellent physical 
condition, and though veterans of some years’ experience, they 
are glert and vigorous. On Tuesday morning they were mus- 
ter on the parade and the unusual spectacle was presented 
of Italians who had under compulsion fought Austria's battles, 
lingered in Russia’s prisons and journeyed around the world, 
now in the uniform of the American Army, mustered on an 
American parade with the Italian colors flying, as allies who 
had at last come into their own. General Gugliemotti was to 
review them on Tuesday, but was detained by official business 
and Lieutenant Santini, Italian military attaché, came in his 
stead. It was Lieutenant Santini who, with Major Jess E. 
Tarbell, adjutant, ‘brought the detachment of 107 men from 
San Francisto to New York. 

There were 2,200 in the original detachment released from 
the Russian prisons. The party now on Governors Island rep- 
resents those who were adjudged to be most important to be 
returned to Italy. The remaining 2,000 are at present in 
Tientsin, China, under the care of the Italian mission, The 
officers, five in number, including a surgeon, mess at the Fort 
Jay officers’ mess.

THE NEW YORK GUARD. 


It is regretted that the New York Legislature adjourned 
without making any appropriation for sending the men of the 
New York Guard to camp this summer, Tlowever, the legisla- 
ture has been very generous to the Guari in other directions 
and voted the large sums which were necessary to arm and 
equip the 20,000 men constituting the State Guard, As an evi- 
dence of the growing appreciation of the services of the Guard 
public-spirited citizens are making mobilisation possible in many 
parts of the state. For example, the 4th Regiment, which is 
a Delaware, Lackawanna and Western and Erie Railroad regi- 
ment, and which extends from Binghamton to the western 
part of Allegany county, will have a voluntary mobilization 
May 29, lasting four days in Binghamton. The men of the 
different units are paying their own traveling éxpenses. They 
are being housed in the State Armory at Binghamton, and the 
Binghamton Chamber of Commerce and certain public-spirited 
citizens are paying the expenses of the men while in Bingham- 
hamton. The action of this enterprising city is one of the 
many proofs of the confidence of the people which has been 
won by the excellence of the service now being rendered by 
the New York Guard. 

The meeting of the mayors of the state of New York, held 
in Albany, March 6, passed a resolution expressing their warm 
appreciation of the New York Guard, and this same action was 
taken by the Convention ‘of the Chambers of Commerce and 
County Home Defense Committees, which met in Albany on 
March 28. Adjutant General Charles H. Sherrill, who has 
proved such an active and successful organizer, received the 
official approval of the Guard from the commanding officer of 
the Eastern Department when General Hoyle was in command. 
So well have the fire-fighting squads, attached to each company, 
performed their work that the Governor, through the A.G.O., 
received a resolution of approval from the State Board of 
Fire Underwriters. 

The Guard on May 1, 1918, had a total strength of 1,136 
officers and 18,616 men, divided as shown in the official table 
given. below:

12TH N.Y.—COL. H. R. WINTHROP. 

Brig. Gen. George R. Dyer, ist Brigade, New York Guard, 
in reviewing the Mw 12th Infantry under Col, H. R, Winthrop 
in the armory on the night of May 15, made a very appropriate 
address’ to the regiment. He pointed out the historic record 
of the old 12th, which in the present war has been broken up 
to strengthen other commands with officers and men, and 
emphasized the fact that the old 12th, now in the war, had 
given up all it had for the great cause of liberty. General 
Dyer urged that the men of the new state regiment emulate 
the old command. The General also told the regiment that 
of the various commands he had reviewed this season none 
had looked bettér than the 12th. 

In some remarks to the officers of the regiment when as- 
sembled in the colonels’ quarters General Dyer spoke of the 
valuable work the state guard was doing, in being ready to help 
put down any possible disorder or riot that may be attempted 
by enemies of the United States, and he also pointed out that 
the New York Guard, with the aid of the police, securély safe- 
guarded the vast interests of New York. He told of its work 
in guarding great public works, including the water supply 
system, and incidentally praised Police Commissioner R. E. 
Enright as the right kind of a police head. General Dyer 
twenty yeats ago was a captain in the old 12th, going with it 
to the Spanish War, and returning with the rank of major. 
He latet became its colonel, and had the regiment im fine 
shape. d

R. M.—Our statement regarding chevrons for the ordnance 
sergeant to which you refer was in accordance with Changes 
No. 1, Dee. 29, 1917, Special Regulations No. 42. Up to date 
Changes No. 1, 2 and 3 of Special Regulations No. 42 have 
been issued and published in our columns. ~ 


W. S. P.—The baggage allowancé of an officer ordered to 
Europe is given in General Orders 75, 94 and 144 of 1917. 
The Army officer's equipment specified in Bulletin 2, War 
Dept., is what is required to be in possession of an officer when 
he -is fully cuntenedl As told in that bulletin, many of these 
things are purchasable in Europe of the Quartermaster. A 
comfortable is a wadded bed quilt. 

E. B. B.—State the matter of your misunderstanding in_re- 
gard to your father’s citizenship through the channel. You 
may be required to take out your first papers. The bill to 
naturalize soldiers on account of service has been approved 
by the President and you will not have to be discharged in 
order to become a citizen. 


H. H.—The Naturalization bill was approved May 9. Ask 
your C.O. as to your proper procedure to complete naturaliza- 
tion when the order containing the regulations is issued. As 
to your claim for Mexican service badge, see G.O. 155, 1917. 
As you are in the Service your insurance is all right. Re- 
garding transfer, speak to your C.O. 

I. K.—The bill to amend the naturalization law has been 
signed and is now a law; its provisions relating to aliens in 
the Navy will be published in an order to the Navy. See our 
digest of the bill in the issue of May 11, and speak to your 
commanding officer when the order comes out. 

D. K.—Let the “woman well endowed with executive abili- 
ties to be of service to our country in France’’ apply to the 
War Dept. for list of technical positions available to women. 
Women are not taken to foreign service except for special ser- 
vice, say, as nurses, as telephone operators, ete. Wives of 
officers are not permitted to accompany their husbands. 

M. K. L.—Decision of the Comptroller on the new com- 
mutation law appears on page 1475, our issue of May 25. 
Meanwhile, as funds have not been appropriated, payments 
must wait action of Congress on the Appropriation bill.

A. B. D. asks: Does not the last sentence of Sec, 24, Na- 
tional Defense Act, give retired officers the right to temporary 
promotion provided their active service since retirement is of 
such len that they would have received said promotion had 
they remarried on the active list? Answer: There is no sug- 
gestion in the provision that the promotion is temporary, al- 
though it is to be not above that of major. The exact language 
is: “That hereafter any retired officer, who has been or shall 
be detailed on active duty, shall receive the rank, pay and al- 
lowances of the grade, not above that of major, that he would 
have attained in due course of promotion if he had remained 
on the active list for a period beyond the date of his retirement 
equal to the total amount of time during which he has been 
detailed on active duty since his retirement.” Note particu- 
larly that the service must have been by ‘detail on active duty.” 

R. F. asks: (1) Are campaign bars authorized worn with 
uniforms when wearers had no campaign medals issued that 
correspond with same? (2) Is it not against regulations to 
wear war with Spain bar and Porto Rico bar When the wearer 
only participated in the expedition to Porto Rico? Answer: 
(1) Unless entitled to badge, is not authorized to wear cor- 
responding ribbon. (2) There is no Porto Rico badge or bar; 
for Porto Rico service between July 24, 1898, and Aug. 13, 
1918, the Spanish War badge and ribbon are issued and no one 
may wear two badges or bars for the same campaign. 

X. Z—Perhaps the machine gun to which you refer is the 
French Chaucat, mentioned in connection with the Browning 
trial in our issue of March 2.

GREAT LAKES NOTES. 


U.S. Naval Training Station, Great Lakes, Ill., May 18, 1918. 

Dr. Henry Van Dyke, chaplain, U.S.N.R.F., after a striking 
series of lectures, left Wednesday for California. Before he 
left a new Y.M.C.A. building was dedicated in his honor, Ac- 
cording to the announcement of M, H. Bickham, Camp General 
Secretary of the Y.M.C.A., every camp on the station will be 
supplied with a Y building, afid a new $20,000 structure will 
represent the headquarters on the main station. 

Contracts have been awarded for the construction of a targe 
two-story provision warehouse, which will be equipped with 
three elevators. . f 

Five officers have been detached from the station, Lieut. 
(j.g.) S. N. Blossom, Lieut. Paul Hendren, Lieut. E. D. Cape- 
hart, Dental Surg. Walter J. Kennedy and Asst. Surg. John 8. 
Cronin; some have been assigned to fleet duty, east and west, 
and the others to eastern points. y 

Wednesday a request for 1,700 bluejackets for immediate de- 
livery was filled, and the demand continues. Plans are being 
made for the expansion of the Officers’ Material School here. 
The original plan of four barracks accommodates 104 students, 
with provision for expansion to sixteen barracks. Each bar- 
racks will contain twenty-eight rooms for students, and officers 
quarters, executive building, mess hall, power plant and a large 
instruction building are also planned. : 

Lieut. Lee Hammond, in charge of the aviation school, who 
has just returned from Washington, makes the statement that 
the “Great Lakes will furnish practically all the Navy men for 
foreign aviation service,” and that this station will have the 
one large Liberty motor school of the country. 

The Psychiatric Unit of this station, under Asst. Surg H. 8. 
Hulbert, has reversed the order of things, and instead of locating 
the disabilities of a man, rather locates his abilities, and is 
doing great work for fitting every man where he is most adapt- 
able. 7

U.S, Naval Training Station, Great Lakes, Ill., May 14, 1918. 

One of the biggest achievements of the men of the Great 
Lakes is the musical comedy production, “Leave It to the 
Sailor,” and composed, directed and acted entirely by sailors. 
An extended run is the result, and a road tour may follow. 
Chaplain Henry Van Dyke was a guest of Captain Moffet dur- 
ing the week and gave the men a series of splendid lectures. 

Preparations are under way at the station to receive and 
shove off a thousand men a day, and for this purpose four reg- 
iments have been added to the old detention department. 
Simultaneously with this movement is a campaign to recruit a 
thousand carpenters’ mates and 350 painters. The revival of 
the old chanty singing has proved a big success, and especially 
in drilling this old custom has shown unusual influence.

Rear Admiral Ross was the first commandant of 
the Great Lakes Station. 

Anticipating Mothers’ Day, the hospitable folk of this section 
threw open their doors gratis to the mothers of the boys, for 
any period from a week-end to a week, and it is said that this 
kindness will continue through the warm weather, thus enabling 
the mothers who live at a distance to spend some time with 
their sons. 

The Great Lakes Trap and Gun Club is now in full sway 
and the first shoot of the season was held May 12, at the new 
club grounds, north of Camp Paul Jones. 

Miss Sarah B. Myer, chief nurse of the Naval Base Hospital, 
Charleston, S.C., was the guest of Miss J. Beatrice Bowman, 
chief nurse of the Station, last week, and was very much im- 
pressed with the methods in force here.

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RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 

A. L. Dyke has issued the seventh edition of “Dyke’s 
Automobile and Gasoline Engine Encyclopedia,” the 
number of the editions testifying to the esteem in 
which this work is held by those interested in the in- 
ternal combustion engine and the vehicles in drives. In 
addition to the text in former additions this last one con- 
tains descriptions of airplanes, airplane engines, trucks, 
tractors and motorcycles as a whole and in detail with 
many illustrations. Mr. Dyke publishes the work him- 
self at St. Louis, Mo. 

In Willis J. Abbot's “Aircraft and Submarines” (G. 


P. Putnam's Sons: New York city) is assembled a whole 
library of information concerning these two classes of 
fighting machines that have played so important a part 
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in the tactics of the present war. Of the seventeen 
chapters ten are devoted to the airplane, military bal- 
loons and dirigibles, including one chapter devoted to our 
experiences with these craft, and the remaining seven 
are given over to a history of the submarine, the whole 
presenting a very complete presentation of these two 
divisions of war machines for the general reader. 


In writing the “Aircraft Mechanics’ Hand-book” (Mc- 
Graw-Hill Book Co.: New York city) Fred H. Colvin 
has had in mind the thousands of mechanics of various 
kinds who are to be needed to inspect, adjust and repair 
the large fleet of these craft which is now in the making 
in this country. As Mr. Colvin points out, this indus- 
try is a new one in the United States, which makes such 
a work one of great value to the above class of men, 
since it puts at their hand the best practice known at 
this time and contains many suggestions that must be 
of great value and aid to any aircraft mechanic. In ad- 
dition to describing the general construction and theory 
of airplanes there are descriptions of all the best known 
makes of engines and other essential information of a 
technical nature. , 


In “Aviation Engines” by Lieut. Victor W. Pagé, 
U.S.R., the student will find a complete practical treatise 
concerning the elements of internal combustion engineer- 
ing with special reference to the design, construction, 
operation and repair of airplane power plants, also of the 
auxiliary engine systems such as lubrication, carburetion, 
ignition and cooling, and complete instructions for engine 
repairing and systematic location of troubles. Lieuten- 
ant Pagé has also prepared an “aviation chart” outlining 
all parts of a typical airplane engine showing the points 
where trouble is likely to occur and suggesting remedies 
of the common defects. Both treatise and chart are pub- 
lished by the Norman W. Henley Publishing Co.: New 
York city. 


“The Book of the Pistol and Revolver” by Capt. Hugh 
B. C. Pollard, 25th County of London Cyclist Battalion, 
the London regiment, which is published by Robert B. 
McBride and Co., New York city, is a most admirable 
work of the origin and development of these weapons. 
The author has taken great pains to give accurate and 
valuable information beginning with the earliest types 
of the firearms to which the book is devoted, and ending 
with the latest. The field covered is very wide, and the 
text is written in a most readable and interesting style. 
There are innumerable illustrations of ancient and mod- 
ern pistols and revolvers, which greatly enhances the 
value and interest of the text, which have been gathered 
with remarkable completeness. Considerable space is 
given to American weapons, such as the Colt, Smith and 
Wesson, Sharp, Remington and others, and high tribute 
is paid to the perseverance, energy and mechanical skill 
of Colonel Colt in developing the revolver, which won 
such universal renown from its first model in 1835 to 
the revolver and automatic pistol of the present time. 
One British cavalry officer as far back as 1854, in an 
official report, spoke in high praise of the superiority of 
the Colt of that day, and far superior to any other he 
had seen in the field, and added that he had fired one re- 
volver from a rest “at the enormous range of 410 yards.” 
Six bullets struck the target but at distances varying 
from thirty to thirty-six inches from the center of the 
target, eighteen bullets struck within the circumference 
of the circle seven feet in diameter, and the six other 
shots struck at heights varying from ten to twelve feet 
above the target, satisfactorily proving the capacity of the 
weapon for a still greater range.” The officer had no sights 
adjusted and the elevation was taken altogether by guess. 
The principle of manufacturing American cartridges, 
with the cartridge shell of greater diameter than the bul- 
let the author considers far superior to the English sys- 
tem of having the bullet and shell of the same external 
diameter. In the latter the heel of the bullet within the 
ease is reduced, while the American bullet is not de- 
formed at its base, which prevents the escape of powder- 
gas, past the bullet. Most modern English revolvers are 
made for the American type of cartridge. In addition to 
the interesting history of the pistol and revolver, chap- 
ters are devoted to such subjects as ammunition, learning 
to shoot, speed shooting, duelling, Bisley shooting and 
competition work, and a short course of active service 
revolver training. More technical topics are discussed in
